J UNE is the month when we revert to 
type—we act as shiftless as we really 
are. We're not interested in any hustle- 
bustle way of life during June; we 
prefer to laze. Up to now we've never 
been thoro in our laziness; we’ve had to 
work at it. This year is different; as per 
Gilbert and Sullivan, “we've got a 
little list’’—of things to help us laze 
efficiently. 

First of all, there’s sitting, which 
we do remarkably well. For that 
we have a chair shaped to fit a 
weary body (1). It’s very strong 
—holds up to 250 pounds—but 
weighs only 14 pounds itself, if you 
must lug it around. Folds flat for 
storing and unfolds for use with al- 
most no effort. Made of maple and 
spruce, it’s treated for water re- 
sistance, or might be painted a 
bright color. Back is tall enough to 
support our head so we don’t break 
our neck when we doze. 


CLosE by we have a low table 
(2). It’s happened once too often 
—our being too tired to hold a 
glass of lemonade, setting it on the 
ground, and having it spill into 
the grass. Now we set it on the 
table without even stretching. We 
keep a good book there, too— 
where its cover doesn’t get damp. 
If you like picnics, you may borrow 
our table. It’s made of hardwood 
with a rope handle; folds up to 
15’’x1614"x3”, with its little 10%4- 
inch legs tucked inside. Then you 
won’t have to spread your picnic 
on the ground and have beans and 
potato salad trickling over your 
auto robe. No, thanks, anyway, but we 
don’t wish to go on any picnics today; 
we'll just sit here and bask. 

One step away is an inflated 
rubber mattress for sun tanning 
(3). It’s made of Neoprene so sun 
or rain won’t hurt it. The bed is 
80”’ long, 32’ wide, and has a 
pillow to inflate, too. We don’t 
blow it up by lung power, tho it 
can be done, but use a vacuum 
cleaner for the job. The picture 
shows the bed in the house where 
we use it often for an overflow of 
company. We just lie on ours in the 
sun and feel our nerve ends uncurling. 
Ho, hum! 


We LIKE to look tanned, but we 
don’t like to squint. Now some 
nice people have fixed that for us. 
Little plastic eyeshades (4) that 
cover only the eyelids shut out all 
the light, but don’t leave us look- 
ing like a raccoon with wide un- 
tanned circles around our eyes. 
The shades are so lightweight we 
can’t even feel them in place. 
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We have some friends who think 
laziness ts a sin. They work harder 
playing than they do working. So we’re 
prepared for them. When one 
comes around and shouts, ‘How 
about a round of golf?” we lan- 
guidly wave one hand toward the 
portable driving range (5) and 
say, “Go right ahead.” The driv- 
ing range consists of a heavy rubber 
mat with guide lines for the club; 
to this is fastened a ball on a rub- 
ber tube so it can’t fly thru the 
neighbors’ windows. Instead, it 
hits the target (or should!) which 
indicates how far and in what 
direction the drive went. We sit 
and watch our golfing friends develop 
their drives and their muscles and try 
not to get too exhausted. 


THe kids might like to chip in 
and get this for Dad. He could set 
it up in the living room until 
Mother caught him, and perfect 


his drives with only slight damage 


to assorted Ming vases and Wedge- 
wood bowls on the backswing. 

For our card-playing friends we 
have a device to prevent those 
protests of, “Hey, stop looking at 
the discards!” For gin rummy or 
any game involving discards the 
Cardmaster (6) dispenses one at a 
time and keeps the others out of 
sight. It also keeps the cards on the 
table, not letting the summer winds 
waft them over the lawn. We don’t 
want to have to be polite and chase them: 
we want to rest. 

When we get hungry, we’ll ask 
someone to bring us a hamburger 
patty, fill up the aluminum grid- 
iron (7) with charcoal, and light it 
for us. Then we’ll place the patty 
in the long-handled Hamburgrille 
(7) and let it cook. Even if we re- 
lax and let the gadget right down 
on top of the fire, the hamburger 
will still come out evenly cooked 
and juicy. The gridiron collapses 
(intentionally) and packs into a 
carrying case. It cooks coffee and 
other foods besides hamburgers, of 
course, if you’d like to bring out 
the fixings. We can feed ourselves, 
thanks, uf you'll pass the salt. 


For effortless reaching we use a 
long-handled fork (8) with a third 
prong that works by a trigger on 
the handle. This not only takes 
care of hot foods or pans during 
cooking (indoors or out), but 
makes a good long arm for reach- 
ing a magazine or pack of cigar- 
ettes. Without it, we might have to 
exert ourselves. 

Over there we have chatty 
neighbors—nice folks who discuss 
politics and weather across the 
lawn. We’re not feeling chatty just 
now, so we built some simple trel- 
lises and planted fast-growing vines 
on them for privacy. The pack (9) 
contains 30 stakes of smoothly fin- 
ished wood, with pointed ends, 
ranging in length from 16” to 48’. 
You can whip up little fences to 
keep shrubs and tall flowers under 
control; and the short stakes make 
good garden row markers. 

This year June found us not unpre- 
pared. We spent Memorial Day moving 
all these helps into the back yard under 
the big oak tree, and establishing them 
where they'd do the most good. That 
was our last burst of energy for the 
season. As of June 1, we're loafing.

Garden Clinic 


What can I do to have a continuous bloom? R. M. C., Wisconsin. 


To have colorful flowers all season in the same corner or 
border is not only possible but easy if you’ll make the right 
shifts promptly. The soil in such a spot will need to be good, 
and for the most summer blooms the site will have to receive 
sun for at least half the day.—Dale Somers 


For your earliest bloom we’ll 

suppose you had tulips and 
narcissi planted in clumps. Both 
are hardy bulbs that must always 
be set in the fall. These bulbs can 
be left where they are, if you like. 
But for a gay border all year, 
you’ll need annuals and summer- 
flowering bulbs. If your tulips 
were set in sizable clumps, you'll 
now have room where each clump 
stood to set in several annuals all 
of one color. Grouped this way, 
they’re always more effective than 
if they’re strung out in a thin line 


Into some of the spots left 

vacant when the tulips are 
lifted set young annuals or win- 
tered-over biennials. Each of these 
should be shifted with its roots 
undisturbed in a block of soil. 
Water should be poured in about 
them before loose, dry soil is 
drawn up about the necks of the 
plants. Settle each new plant at 
the level at which it formerly grew

What can I plant in midsummer for fall 
blooming? C. E. H., Ohio. 








) As soon as the last tulip petals 

have fallen, lift what remains 
with leaves, stems, bulbs, and 
roots intact and replant them in 
some out-of-the-way place. Leave 
them until the tops have withered. 
The bulbs can then be lifted, 
cleaned of old roots, and stored. 
Or they can be left in the soil 
until fall before digging. In either 
case, bulbs an inch thru and larger 
are replanted with a good chance 
for a reward of spring blooms 





Late Blooms 


July is not too late to set started 
tubers of cannas and dahlias, or 
clumps of montbretias and gladioli 
in spots left open by digging the 
tulips. Dahlias will need staking, 
and each stake should be set before 
the tuber is planted. 

To make sure of late-August and 
September blooms, fill a few va- 
cancies with rooted chrysanthe- 
mum cuttings. 

After frosts have blackened the 
border, it’ll be time to plant tulips 
again. With this done, next year’s 
garden will be off to a good start.

Scalp Ringworm Won’ 


Take a Vacation! 


By §. Greenhill, M1. D.. and Maurice Noun, M. D. 


Mc YTHERS! An epidemic of 
ringworm of the scalp is sweeping 
the entire country, attacking your 
children. Your help is needed to 
stop it. Precautions must not be re- 
laxed during the vacation months, 
or the infection will continue to 
spread. 

Before the war, the disease was 
mostly confined to the poorer sec- 
tions of large cities. Cases were 
isolated. Occasionally, a number 
flared up in an institution where 
children lived closely together, 
such as an orphanage. But, in 
general, children were at home 
and received the care which home 
could give. The isolated cases were 
under control, and the spread was 
kept at a minimum. 

With the war, mothers followed 
their soldier husbands to every 
part of the United States, bringing 
their children along. Some of these 
children were infected with ring- 
worm of the scalp. Living condi- 
tions were cramped, facilities for 
taking care of the children inade- 
quate. Other children encountered 
the infected ones. This took place 
in many parts of the country. Thus 
the seed of the epidemic was sowed. 
Now about 80 of the largest cities 
in the United States are battling 
the epidemic. 

Ringworm of the scalp is caused 
by a fungus, a form of plant life, 
which likes to grow in the hair of 
the scalps of children. Of the fungi 
which attack the scalp, there are 
two important types which con- 
cern us—one of these is the cause 
of the present epidemic. 


mn 
Tue animal variety is so called 
because it is primarily a disease of 
animals. It attacks young animals 
such as puppies and kittens. It is 
acquired by humans by contact 
with these infected animals. Chil- 
dren do not spread this variety to 
each other, but acquire it by play- 
ing with their infected pets. This 
is the type which is relatively easy 
to cure. 

The second variety is a disease 
of humans, especially children. It 
is spread from child to child, and is 
very, very contagious. This is the 
type which is causing the present 
epidemic and with which we are 
now concerned. Unfortunately, 
this is the type which is resistant to 
treatment, and difficult to cure. 

Both varieties are discussed here, 
because only then will you under- 
stand why two children with what 
seems to be identical involvement 


of the scalp will respond so differ- 
ently to the same treatment, one 
becoming well soon, the other re- 
sisting all eflorts to cure him. 

There is one bright thought re- 
garding this unpleasant epidemic 
sickness. When a child reaches 
puberty, at about 13 or 14 years o! 
age, the fungus loses its hold on 
him, and the disease cures itse|| 
spontaneously. Adults, therefore, 
rarely have it. (It is interesting 
that, in a corresponding way, the 
puppy or kitten will recover spon- 
taneously from its animal variety 
upon reaching maturity.) 

It is unwise, however, to delay 
proper treatment while waiting for 
spontaneous cure. Remember 
. The disease is very contagious. 
. It is unsightly. 

3. If inflammation with _ pus- 
filled pimples (a condition called 
kerion) sets in in the areas of the 
scalp involved, these areas may 
become permanently bald.

Ir MAY be spread by barbers’ 
instruments. A barber may clip 
an infected child’s hair, and then, 
without adequately cleaning his in- 
struments, clip a healthy child’s 
hair. 

In theaters, an infected child 
looking up at a movie rests his 
head on the back of the seat and 
leaves behind a loose infected hair. 
This is then picked up by a normal 
child when he subsequently sits in 
that seat and rests his head on the 
back of it. This situation may be 
repeated on the backs of the seats 
of busses and cars. 

Another means of spread is the 
exchange of caps or other head- 
gear by normal and infected chil- 
dren playing together. Remember, 
it takes only one hair to spread the 
disease! 

What must be done? Examine 
your child’s scalp. See if there are 
any patches of scaliness. These 
patches may be irregular or they 
may be circular in outline. (It 's 
this circular outline, which fre- 
quently occurs, which has given 
the name ringworm to the disea>. 
because there is no worm involved.) 
The hair may be broken, giving 
the patches a grayish appearan*; 
there may or there may not be 
redness. Unfortunately, the disease 
may be present and yet not be 
visible to the eye in daylight. \t 
the first sign of a suspicious patch,

Farewell to 
Mosquito and Chigger Bites 


By Dr. Joseph E. Howland 


Buctess picnics are here. This summer you'll be able to stay out- 
doors after sunset without becoming a free lunch counter for thirsty 
mosquitoes. Yes, no more slapping battles or nipped ankles is reality. 

Last year Better Homes & Gardens introduced you to the miracle bug 
blitzers, four new chemicals. These odorless liquids keep mosquitoes 
and chiggers away for one to five hours. Fleas and gnats also hasten 
to get elsewhere. 

Most users found it hard to believe the new materials could be so 
effective. Years of embittering bouts with sticky, smelly, skin-burning 
citronella made many wonder if there really was anything useful. 
Army and Navy scientists tested 8,000 chemicals in the search that led 
to those you'll be able to buy in 1947. 


What do I ask for? 


The four new insect repellents are sold in convenient one- and two- 
ounce bottles under a variety of brand names. Ask for a product con- 
taining 6-12, dimethyl phthalate (DMP), indalone, or 448. All of 
these chemicals make mosquitoes keep their distance. DMP has the 
added ability to kill any chigger unlucky enough to wander 
treated skin or clothes.

How do I use them? 


Simply pour a few drops in your hand, then apply in a thin, uniform 
layer to all exposed skin, also to the neckband and cuffs of your 
clothing. Be thoro: dive-bombing mosquitoes will swerve away when 
they get a whiff of the repellent, but when there are few other cus- 
tomers available nearby, .ungry mosquitoes and chiggers will search 
you for spots unprotected by these keep-out chemicals. 

Don’t spill the repellents on plastics, fingernail polish, nylon, or 
rayon. They'll be made sticky. But the light film you use on your skin 
won't affect your clothing. No repellent should be used near the eyes 
or mouth. Except for these areas, there’s a smooth-as-silk feeling. 


Can I treat hunting clothes? 


You'll like treated cotton and woolen clothing. DMP is the usual

lightly. Four ounces will treat your slacks, shirt, and socks. Turn the 


choice. It repels mosquitoes and kills chiggers. Spray the c 


garments inside out and button them to save spray. 


Can I spray pienie and lawn areas? 


The repellents are only for personal use. Spraying an area would 
protect the grass and plants, but you'd be completely unprotected 
from raiding insects. 

But you can spray the whole area with DDT. Many baseball parks, 
outdoor theaters, and municipal stadiums were bug-free even for 
night events last summer because they were sprayed with DDT and 
pyrethrum. 

You can use your regular DDT bug bomb or a garden DDT spray. 
Don’t use a household DDT spray. Most mosquitoes rest on low plants, 
so discharge the lethal fog about 15 inches from the ground. (Tie the 
bomb on a broom handle.) One spraying should kill all the mosqui- 
toes. After an area has been treated 5 or 10 times, there'll be enough 
deposit on the grass and plants to kill the new arrivals blown into the 
treated area. 

Many of the 1947 DDT bombs will also contain piperony] butoxide, 
a killer deadly to chiggers, toughies that aren’t harmed by DDT. 


Are colored lights, insect traps. and birds useful? 

Red lamps attract the fewest insects, but not many people are 
willing to work or live under red light. Yellow, tho, is useful for ga- 
rages, unscreened porches, and similar places that must be lighted. 
But for a bugless lighted garden or picnic area, hang a 300-watt white 
lamp or an electric insect trap some distance away to entice insects. 

Insect traps catch great quantities of flies, moths, and beetles but 
few biting insects. Night-flying birds capture many mosquitoes, 
but the daytime songbirds aren’t of much help.

Table-Tennis Table

TuHere’s nothing like a table- 
tennis table for filling that wasted 
space in the basement rumpus 
room.

Rememser that table tennis, 
like golf, can be packed with physi- 
cal and mental hazards. No true 
golfer ever accepts a golf course in 
its natural condition. He must 
touch it up with bunkers and lakes 
and drainage canals. This gives 
added zest to a game that already 
has more zest than the average 
golfer cares for. So you can show 
your devotion to table tennis by 
improving on the natural hazards 
that surround the playing area . 
There are four types of hazards 
that will add to the life of the 
party, tho not to the life of the 
players. You can have overhead 
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hazards, underfoot hazards, lateral 
hazards, and derriere hazards. 

When you're looking for over- 
head hazards, take alvantage of 
your heating and plumbing sys- 
tems. Simply place the table so that 
the warm-air duct bisects the play- 
ing area about two feet above the 
net. Or else back one end of the 
table up under the basement stairs. 
If your opponent complains, give 
him a football helmet, but don’t 
swap ends.

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Ho You Simmer 
in Summer? 


Here are nine aids to a cool summer at home

Pear many years ago, when homes 
were large and ceilings were high, heat- 
ing was the big problem. Homes re- 
mained comfortably cool during the 
summer. 

Now heating is no longer much of a 
problem (as in ‘‘New Heating Plants Go 
Anywhere,” April BH@G). But lower 
ceilings and smaller rooms have brought 
a definite summer cooling problem. 

Air-conditioning systems, requiring 
extensive duct work, usually aren’t 
practical in existing homes. But there 
are several things you can do to increase 
home comfort during the months ahead.

Every home has some of these items. Of 
the others, perhaps you’ll want to try 
only a few at a time. The list is arranged 
in the order of increasing investment, so 
let your budget govern.

Natural Attic Ventilation 


On a warm summer day, the temper- 
ature in a closed attic often gets up to 
135 degrees. In one house, with closed 
windows and tight eaves, it reached 178 
degrees. Outdoors it was only 95 de- 
grees ! 

Remember last summer when you 
couldn’t sleep because the house was so 
hot? Yet the air outside was 15 to 20 
degrees cooler than that indoors. Why? 

The heat absorbed during the day 
builds up the temperature under the 
roof, where it is radiated down into the 
house. At night the heat tries to rise, but 
must ooze out slowly. It sometimes takes 
10 hours for the heat to leave, and by 
then the sun is up again.

has made America great

A LOT of people have been going around saying 
the American mother is a viper. If they knew more 
mothers like Janette Stevenson Murray, the American 
Mother of 1947, they wouldn’t talk that way. She has 
5 children and 10 grandchildren and three college de- 
grees, and she never has been idle or useless in her 
life. 

The thesis advanced by Philip Wylie, one of her 
chief critics, is that Mom no longer has any use. She 
used to be so busy raising a large family, doing the 
chores, and fabricating everything in the house that 
she was rarely a problem to her family and never to 
herself; she folded up and died of hard work some- 
where in the middle of her life. 

But nowadays, so the thesis goes, schools, vacuum 
cleaners, canning plants, and planned parenthood 
have deprived her of any real value, and as a result she 
is restless and neurotic. With nothing to do, she 
survives to an incredible age, becomes a_beady- 
brained, stone-hearted, overstuffed, money-grabbing 
old witch. 

Perhaps the trouble with cynics who say that Mom 
doesn’t have anything to do around home any 
more, is that they haven’t stuck around a normal 
home with children long enough to find out. 

Still, you can’t laugh it off. Not when doctors 
point to the women streaming thru their offices and 
tell you that the ills of half of them are of mental 
origin. Not when Dr. Edward A. Strecker, psychiatrist 
and consultant to the army and navy during the war, 
points to the 244 million men rejected or discharged 
from the services for neuro-psychiatric reasons and 
says they’re Mom’s handiwork. Mom kept them tied 
to her emotional apron strings. Mom wouldn’t let 
them grow up. 

Yet mothers needn’t be moms. If their place is no 
longer the space around a frying pan, if they no 
longer must scrub and clean and cook looking like a

So when you 
select a tablecloth or place mats, keep your dishes, glass, 
silver, and other accessories constantly in mind. Is your 
choice suitable for the period of your other furnishings? 
Does it harmonize with their texture and design? Will it 
play up their color? Is it similarly formal or informal, 
elegant or inexpensive? 

There’s an elegance natural to nearly all Eighteenth 
Century table furnishings that demands table linen of 
finer texture and quality than are needed for Provincial 
or Modern settings. 

American cotton and rayon cloths are popular favorites 
for their smart colors, practical finishes, and—not to be 
ignored—their availability. 

If you choose a plain-colored cloth, you’re pretty sure 
to be safe. It will be harmonious with almost any dishes. 
You’ll find that a pastel green cloth is especially comple- 
mentary to floral patterns since it picks up the tone of the 
ever-present leaves. Highly designed, colored cloths like 
3, 5, and 6 are most successful with plain-colored dishes, 
silver, pewter, or copper. 

Plastic place mats, woven and plain, are comparative 
newcomers to the American table.

children who reach 15 months 
before cutting any teeth. 


Morners expect to see a tooth 
or two at least by 7 months, and 
most babies obligingly display 
their first nibblers about that 
time. However, if they do not, it is 
no cause for worry. There is no 
reason to believe that teeth which 
erupt late are not every bit as 
good as the early-growing variety 
—and there are dentists who be- 
lieve that late-erupting teeth are 
the strongest ones. 

Generally, the two teeth in the 
center front of the lower gum 
(lower central incisors) are cut 
first, sometimes appearing one 
right after the other. Then the 
upper center-front teeth (upper 
central incisors) erupt. They are 
usually followed by the teeth on 
either side of them. Then several 
months later the lower ‘lateral 
incisors (on either side of the lower 
center-front teeth) come thru. 


Now, skipping the spaces next 
to the lateral incisors for a time, 
the four first molars begin to ap- 
pear. These are the first of our 
grinding or chewing teeth. Then, 
again after several months, the 
spaces between the lateral incisors 
and the first molars are filled in by 
the four cuspids. These are also 
called canines or eyeteeth. 

There may be a lapse of eight 
months before the four second 
molars come in. And then your 
little one has all 20 of his baby 
teeth. These first teeth are termed 
“deciduous,” because they will 
fall out and be replaced by the 
permanent teeth. 

The order set out above is the 
most typical. However, in this as 
in other processes of development, 
the human body is capricious, and 
there may be great variation in the 
time and sequence of teeth erup- 
tion, 

The first molars or even the 
Cuspids may come thru before the 
lateral incisors. Or the usually 
slower cuspids may be cut before 
the first molars. On occasion, the 
cuspids (or eyeteeth) may be the 
last to appear, rather than the

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second molars. Similarly, the time 
required to cut all the teeth differs 
vastly between one baby and 
another. Occasionally, a child cuts 
all 20 teeth within less than a year 
after the first one appears. For the 
greater majority of children it is 
usually 18 to 30 months from the 
time of the first tooth until they 
have cut all 20 baby teeth. In some 
cases this time lengthens out to 
three years between the appear- 
ance of the first tooth and the last 
of the deciduous set. 


Tue individual variation among 
babies as to number of teeth cut is 
greatest between the twelfth and 
the eighteenth months. 

Shortly after the completion of 
the first year, one infant may have 
cut all of his baby teeth. Another 
may have the same toothless smile 
with which he greeted this world. 

Recent studies have shown also 
that the teeth of baby boys tend to 
erupt earlier than those of little 
girls. 

So, don’t worry if your hopeful’s 
teeth seem reluctant to push thru. 
They will, never fear. See that 
Baby is offered all the nourishing 
foods he needs. Be sure he gets his 
supply ef milk and fish-liver oil or 


_ concentrate. Give him plenty of 


sunshine, fresh air, exercise, and 
rest. And the teeth will take care of 
themselves. 

If no teeth have shown up by 
the time Baby is 16 months old, it 
would be well to have your doctor 
check his physical condition and 
nutrition. 


Waren those precious teeth do 
appear, continue the regimen of 
good diet and good habits. Cleanse 
the teeth gently until Baby is able 
to do the job himself. 

After Baby is 2 years old, it is a 
good practice to take him with you 
on your visits to the dentist. This 
will help Baby become familiar 
with the dentist and his office, and, 
too, that good man will gladly take 
a look to see how the tiny teeth are 
coming in. If in the third or fourth 
year, the dentist notices that one of 
the baby teeth is decaying, allow 
him to do what is necessary to save 
it until its successor is ready to push 
it out. Loss of a baby tooth too 
early can cause poor jaw forma- 
tion and crowding of the perman- 
ent teeth. 


Ir IS important that the so-called 
*sixth-year’’ molars, which come 
in the spaces behind the second 
deciduous molars, be recognized as 
permanent, and not “baby”’ teeth. 
They must be carefully guarded, as 
they are necessary for good jaw 
formation and even, well-spaced, 
second teeth,

Sterling silver means more than knives 


and ferks. King-sized pieces are a 


practical luxury for your family table 


Tuere it is, rich and gleaming 
in the jewelry-store window. The 
silver tray you’ve always dreamed 
of. (Or maybe it’s a pitcher for 
Susan’s wedding gift, or a com- 
port for the Clarkes’ anniversary. ) 

You caress it with one long, en- 
vious look and walk into the store. 
A gray-haired gentleman smiles 
that he’d be glad to show it to you. 
Instinctively, you lift it from the 
black velvet cushion and turn it 
over. Yes, it’s stamped sterling! 
Next you look for— 

But what do you look for? Sud- 
denly you realize—or so your let- 
ters tell us—that buying silver 
hollow ware isn’t as simple as 
shopping for a hat. For one thing, 
a hat is discarded after a season or 
two, while good silver will be an 
heirloom. And chances are you’ve 
had a lot more experience in 
choosing hats. 

That’s why we’ve asked an ex- 
pert to pass along some answers on 
what you should look for when you 
buy silver hollow ware: 


Just what is hollow ware? 

Hollow ware is simply any table 
silver that isn’t flatware. It covers 
trays, plates, bowls, comports, 
candlesticks, salt and _ peppers. 
Flatware includes only utensil-type 
silver like knives, forks, spoons, and 
servers. 


What does the sterling 
label mean? 


To bear the sterling label, silver 
must meet rigid federal specifica- 
tions: 925/1000 pure silver, the 
rest hard copper to give it body. 


Is the sterling label alone a 
guarantee of high quality? 

Unfortunately, no. It does as- 
sure you that all metal in the piece 
meets government standards. But 
silver can be rolled amazingly thin. 
Many bargain silver items are so 
thin that they make fine crafts- 
manship practically impossible, 
and they will not stand the steady 
use which gives good .silver its 
mature beauty. 

Be particularly wary of thin, 
weighted silver. This family of 
frail pretenders is usually found 
among comports, candlesticks, and 
vases. The manufacturer makes 
them of paper-thin sterling, pours 
cement into their bases to keep 
them from being wafted off the 
table, and stamps them with his 





apology: “Cementfilled; reinforced 
with rod.” 

Luckily, these pieces are easy to 
recognize. When lifted they feel as 
if a magnet pulled them at the base. 
They’re heavy, yes, but.with a 
clumsy, unbalanced weight. In 
your hand a comport feels like a 
child’s roly-poly toy. 

These pieces are priced low for 
quick turnover. But don’t let the 
sterling mark turn your head. 
Good silver plate costs about the 
same and will give you far more 
satisfaction. 


Is heavy silver worth 
the extra cost? 


It’s natural that a master crafts- 
man devotes special attention to 
extra heavy pieces. He respects the’ 
luxury of those added ounces. Too, 
you must consider the limitations 
of the metal. In obtaining orna- 
mental effects the craftsman tries 
to avoid straining the silver at any 
point. The heavier dish offers 
greater range for his imagination. 
Repoussé or raised design finds its 
fullest expression in heavy silver.’ 


How practical is silver 
hollow ware? 

As practical as you make it. First 
of all, buy versatile pieces—a 
covered dish that becomes two 
dishes, a bowl that will flatter 
flowers as well as carrots, a tray 
that can decorate your room be- 
tween meals. Then, once you’ve 
bought it, use it! (Pass this advice 
along with your gift.) Use it every 
day, seven days a week. For your 
family as well as for guests. Use it 
as if you were trying to wear it out. 
Not even the finest silversmith can 
give silver the mellow gleam that 
comes from frequent use on your 
table. 


How can I detect poor 
craftsmanship? 

If you are buying from a rep- 
utable jeweler and have chosen the 
product of one of the fine old silver- 
smiths, you don’t have to worry. 
However, if you have any reason 
to doubt the quality of the silver 
you’re considering, look for these 
telltale signs: 


Tool marks, Some hollow ware is 
made by a process called “‘spin- 
ning.’ The craftsman gradually

chuck which has been shaped to the 
form of the completed dish. The 
spinning tool he uses looks like an 
overgrownscrewdriver,longenough 
to be clamped under his arm for 
leverage. If he is unskilled or care- 
less, he will-leave tool marks on the 
finished silver. These wavy lines 
cannot be polished out. 


Crow’s-feet. Occasionally when 
raised decoration (embossing, re- 
poussé, and so forth) is applied to 
silver, it strains the metal, and 
crow’s-feet mar the surrounding 
surface. Avoid such pieces, no 
matter how attractive they may be. 


Rough edges. When silver is or- 
namented by cutout designs, be 
sure that the inner edges of the 
pattern are smooth and clean-cut. 


Visible seams. Handles, spouts, 
borders must be made separately 
from the body. But they should be 
soldered into place so painstaking- 
ly that it is impossible to see where 
they join. As you hold it, you 
should never be conscious of the 
fact that this unified piece was once 
a series of parts. 


Poor fit. If you’re buying a cov- 
ered dish, examine the handle of 
the cover. Does it lock properly? 
Is the cover secure when locked 
on? Is it easily unlocked and re- 
moved? It should not fit against

the silver irregularly so that it mars 
the surface. 


Imperfect pattern. Castings are 
rough, so irregularities should be 
filed away by hand for a perfect 
finished piece. Chasing (the proc. 
ess of impressing decoration into 
silver with a blunt, hand-wielded 
tool) should have only such slight 
deviations as occur in all hand. 
craft operations. Here, too, watch 
out for strain on the metal. 


Clumsy balance. Literally try it 
on for size. Lift that coffeepot, 
Grasp the tray handles. Try pass. 
ing the vegetable dish before you 
buy it. Silver is meant to be 
handled. If it feels awkward or 
uncomfortable, it is poorly de- 
signed and probably of inferior 
quality. 


Should I buy a bowl 
with a border? 

Much of the sleek, unbordered 
modern silver is both beautiful and 
durable. However, the old silver 
masters had more than decoration 
in mind when they introduced 
ornate borders. That thick, light- 
catching encrustation of grapes or 
scrolling reinforces the much- 
handled rim of your bowl or tray. 
Abrasions on this heavy ornamen- 
tation aren’t noticeable, so it is 
raised slightly to protect plain sur- 
faces from scratches and dents.

Wash the fruit 

Wash cherries carefully in cold 
water. Then lift into colander to 
drain. If the cherries have been 
sprayed, you may have to wash 
them several times to remove the 
spray residue. If you leave thi 
stems on, you'll keep every bit of 
the color and flavor thru the wash- 


Stem and pit 

Che usual way to pit cherries is 
t squeeze the pit out the stem end 
of the cherry. A mechanical cherry 
pitter will do good work. Or some 

kk the pits out with an old- 
fashioned heavy wire hairpin. This 
leaves the fruit shapely, but it is a 
lower method. 
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To sweeten with sugar 
As soon as you have two quarts 
of cherries pitted, sweeten them 
and pack immediately into car- 
tons. By working fast and avoiding 
exposure of fruit to the air, you 


keep the color. To each quart of 


pitted cherries (they'll weigh about

9 pounds) add 1 cup sugar. Sift 
sugar over cherries. Toss lightly to 
distribute sugar evenly.

If you sweeten with syrup, pour syrup into the carton first 


over the top of the cherries. Use 
both hands. Hold the bag between 
thumb and forefinger. Then slip 
up to the top, forcing out all air 
possible as you go. Fold edges over 
and seal with warm, not hot, iron 
Be sure to close any container you 


use so it will be airtight. If you 
think the package may leak or air 
get in, paste strips of low-tempera- 
ture locker tape over to make sure 
of a perfect seal. Soon as packaging 
is completed, rush cherries to 
preezer.. 


Frozen Raspberry Puree 





New glass jars for freezing are ideal for frozen fruit purees 


R \SPBERRY purée freezes per- 
fectly for use in fresh raspberry ice 
cream, sherbet, jam, marmalade, 
and gelatine desserts. Use either 
red or black raspberries 

Pick the fruit when it has the 
best color and fullest flavor. Look 
over carefully; remove any stems 
and caps. 

Wash only a few berries at a 
time, in cold water. Drain thoroly 
in colander. Press thru a sieve or 
food mill.

Volcano-made Crater Lake sits high in a Cascade wonderland of peak and 
lake. A 40-mile drive circles the rim. Many tours include a day at Crater 
Lake, with accommodations reserved ahead at rimside Crater Lake Lodge 


But give yourself time to drive 
the coast slowly. The highway is 
superb, a steady gray seam thru 
mountain gashes, blanketed in 
spring with the lemon yellow of 
Scotch broom; a curving shelf cut 
into high promontories, with sea 
and rock and beach beneath; a 
boulevard around pleasant inlets, 
past busy lumber mills, over neat 
apple-green bridges. There is much 
to see and do along this highway. 
You'll need time. 


Trere is much to see and do, in 
fact, everywhere in Oregon. You 
can golf on one of Portland’s 
ubiquitous courses, taste gold rush 
days at historic towns like Jackson- 
ville, camp in splendid isolation 
in any one of 13 national forests. 
You can do much the same else- 
where, of course. But rare, indeed, 
are the places where you can eat 
pears, peaches, and grapes as 
large, as photogenic, and as luscious 
as those grown in the Rogue 
River Valley. Nowhere else in this 
country can you see native myrtle- 
wood being converted into polished 
bowls and boxes as is done around 
Coos Bay. And experts proclaim 
the fishing in Oregon’s McKenzie, 
Deschutes, Umpqua, and Rogue 
rivers is unique on this earth. 

You will, moreover, leave few 
other areas with like memories of 
coolness and color. You'll remem- 
ber always the pink of the rhodo- 
dendron against mountain snow; 
how the electric blue water of 
Crater Lake broke into shore-line 
glints of emerald, turquoise, 
amethyst; swirling fog softening 
the menacing black rocks broken 
from the Oregon coast with mauve 
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and rose; Madrona trees blood- 
orange among the Douglas firs; 
naked dunes pale yellow against 
an ocean turned jade and aqua- 
marine by the setting sun. And 
forever after you'll be a little home- 
sick for tall trees, cool mists, and 
the clean blue, fresh green, and 
polished gold of Oregon. 

This is informal country. Dress 
as you will, just so long as you 
include medium- to heavyweight 
clothing in your luggage. In mid- 
summer the sun will be hot on the 
hop vines in the Willamette 
Valley—accent on the ‘‘am,” 
please—but you may run into 
snow flurries as you top the Cas- 
cades. Even in the vast, sometimes 
barren, big-mountain-and-plateau 
country east of the Cascades, alti- 
tude and dryness take the curse off 
high-noon heat and cool the nights. 
West of the Cascades, and more so 
as you near the coast and the 
Japanese current, roses bloom mid- 
winter, but you'll need a topcoat all 
summer long, and a raincoat to in- 
sure you against loss of time when 
fog billows in from the Pacific, or 
you hit one of those gentle, day- 
long rains fondly known as “‘Ore- 
gon mist.” 


TRAveL in Oregon is compara- 
tively inexpensive. Last summer's 
motorist spent an average of $6.21 
per day per person while in the 
state. You can spend more. Rates 
at beautiful Timberline Lodge, 
mile-high on Mt. Hood, go to $/4 
a day for a room with a fireplace, 
a view, and a counterpane a))- 
pliquéd with mountain flowers.

Elsewhere and away 
from the larger cities, however, it’s 
wise to have your night's destina- 
tion in mind if not reserved. Same 
applies to cities and resorts during 
special occasions like the Pendleton 
Roundup, September; Portland's 
Rose Festival, this year, June 9-15;

Especially if you're used to 
siraight roads in flat country, give

decoration. Unnumbered trout are 
cooking on the grill. Something is 
bubbling on the electric plate, and 
two enormous coffeepots are on the 
gas stove. To top it off there is a 
roaring blaze in the fireplace. 

Suddenly everything seems 
ready! Quickly the covers are put 
over the stove and sink. The oven 
door is thrown open. A_ huge 
wooden salad bowl is set down on 
the sink cover, and a stack of paper 
plates is placed just beyond. 

You take your paper plate from 
the kitchen buffet, help yourself 
to combination salad, then reach 
in the oven for a piping hot roll. 


Irs only a step to the counter 
where you serve yourself to corn 
on the cob. A few steps more and 
you have perfectly cooked trout on 
your already overfilled plate. 

After dinner plates are thrown 
in the fire. With one swoop the 
tablecloth follows. 

The sink cover comes off. Some- 
one starts washing the flatware, 
glasses, and the few larger utensils. 
You dry them and put them away, 
not missing any of the conversation 
in the meantime. Then every- 
thing’s done. You find some friends 
gathered in comfortable chairs 
about the fireplace, others have 
started games at the table. You 
wander into the glassed sun porch 
off the indoor living room where 
you have a good view of all the 
festivities. You think how well 
planned all this is. Twenty-four 
people have just eaten a big meal 
yet the house itself is uncluttered 
and untouched. Right then you 
start planning—now where, when, 
and how can I have something just 


like this? 


Tue Gardners chose to put their 
outdoor living room under the 
arms of an enormous Monterey 
cypress and hid floodlights in its 
branches. The west wall is the 
neighbor’s 6-foot redwood fence 
and splendid trees that obligingly 
cut off the wind.

absolutely weatherproof, metal 
liners finish the triangular ends. 
For the same reason, two layers of 
waterproof canvas 8 inches wide 
were forced 4 inches under the 
tool house shingles, and nailed. 
The remaining 4 inches shield the 
space where the cover is fastened 
by a piano hinge to the back of 
the cabinet. Long, good-looking, 
wrought-iron hooks, inserted in 
sturdy iron eyes, hold up the cover 
at just the right angle to prevent 
leaves from falling into the soup. 

The door in front of the four- 
burner gas stove swings back and 
acts as a brace for the hinged stove 
cover. This extra space to the left 
of the cooking unit was sheer in- 
spiration, as any woman knows. 
The hinged triangular ends also 
swing back to allow more freedom 
of action. 


In CASE repair work should be 
necessary, the left side of the cabi- 
net unscrews to make the stove 
accessible. Just outside the cabinet 
is the cutoff valve to the gas pipe. 
This can be locked. 

The sugar-pine sink cover, read- 
ily removable, reveals an apart- 
ment-size sink with running hot 
and cold water. This also is in- 
stalled with shutoff valves. 

A 4-inch shelf extends the length 
of the cabinet and holds articles 
such as salt and pepper. There’s 
even a slit for knives. There’s a 
double plug for waffle iron, toaster, 
and other electrical devices. 

There’s no searching in half 
darkness for things in this cabinet 
kitchen. A switch above this dou- 
ble plug turns on two lights in the 
cabinet and also two more lights in 
the barbecue unit. All four swing 
out or back as needed. 

Shelves behind the cabinet 
doors hold everything necessary to 
cook and serve any meal simply. It 
is amazing to find flatware, kitch- 
enware, dishes, and linen in so 
small a space. 

The deep counter to the right of 
the fireplace provides more work- 
ing space. Since brick absorbs 
grease, the top and 12 inches up 
the sides of the counter are tile 
finished with wax and stain. The 
same band goes around the barbe- 
cue pit. A double outlet at the side 
of the counter makes it possible to 
use an electric roaster and a two- 
plate electric stove. When not in 
use these articles are stored in the 
shelf below behind redwood doors 
that match the cabinet. 


Tuere is much more than meets 
the eye in the barbecue pit to the 
left of the fireplace. So ingeniously 
has Mr. Gardner designed his bar- 
becue equipment that all combina- 
tions of food for a large or a small 
group are possible. But those grills 
and the luscious steaks he cooks 
there are another story.

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How to Fix a Window 


Does it stick or rattle? Is a 


cord or pane broken? Fix it! 


By Royal Barry Willis, A. I. Ac 


If It Sticks 


When a _ window ssticks, the 
cause may be excess paint, wood 
swollen by dampness, or a broken 
sash cord. 

1. Remove sticky paint or var- 
nish by scraping with a wood 
chisel. Scrape gently or you’ll chip 
the wood. Then smooth down with

a fine sandpaper block, and grease 
the sticking spot with paraffin or a 
candle. 

2. If dampness is the cause, first 
find out if the stop or the window 
itself is at fault. If the window stop 
is guilty, pry it off carefully and 
plane it down. If the sash itself is 
swollen, take off the stop, undo the 
sash cord, and remove the window. 
Then plane the swollen edge. 

3. To fix a broken sash cord is a 
longer job. First remove the win-

dow stops; then take out the sash. 
Remove the screws holding in the 
weight box door and take out the 
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door. Pull out the sash weight and 
the broken cord. Feed a new cord 
thru the pulley at the top using a 
mouse—a fishing sinker—on the 
end of a piece of string tied to the 
cord. 

Reach into the weight box, 
where the mouse will have dropped, 


























and pull the new cord down. Now 
tie the weight to the cord; a double 
slipknot works best. Replace weight 
box and door. Place the sash on the 
window sill and pull the weight as 
high as it will go. Then cut off all 
excess cord; leave a little working 
slack, but be sure the weight won’t 
touch the bottom of the weight 
box when the window is open. Tie 
a simple knot in the end of the 
cord, force the knot thru the hole 
in the edge of the sash, and release 
the slack. The cord should lie in 
its channel in the sash. 

To avoid further trouble, soap 
all movable parts. Then nail back 
the window stop, and you're 
finished. 


If It’s Loose 


If windows are drafty, the cause 
may be air leaks around the frame 
or a loose sash. 

1. Window frames often shrink 
away from masonry. They should 
be carefully calked with a calking 
gun. Cracks in the wood of the 
window frame itself should be 
filled with calking compound and 
painted. 

2. When windows rattle, they 
can usually be controlled by taking 
off the window stop, filling up 
nail holes, and renailing closer to 
the sash. You’d better soap the 
slides, tho, or your sash may stick 
when it expands. 

3. Occasionally, air leaks in be- 
tween the top and bottom sash. 
This can be overcome by resetting 
the window lock nearer to inside 
of the frame. __[ Turn to next page

If Glass Is Broken 


To replace broken glass takes 
several tools, but not much work. 
You need a pair of durable gloves, 
a metal tape meaure, and a putty 
knife. You’ll also need: straight- 
edge, grease pencil, glass cutter 
(if you aren’t familiar with one, 
have your glass cut where you buy 
it), glazing points, hammer, driv- 
ing tool, putty, paint, and a small 
paintbrush. 

The operations are simple. Do 
all work from the outside. Put on 
the gloves and remove the jagged 
pieces of glass. Scrape away old 
putty with the putty knife, being 
careful not to mar the wood sash. 
Then measure the size of the open- 
ing from wood to wood. 

At this point, buy your glass. 
You'll have to know the thickness 
you need, plus the dimensions 
you’ve just taken. 

When you get back, mark off a 
rectangle of the proper size on the 
new glass with the grease pencil. 
Then cut inside of line, so the pane 
will slide easily into the opening. 


























Lay a glazing point flat on the 
wood at the bottom of the opening. 
Set the new pane in bottom first, 
resting it on the glazing point to 
keep it from touching the wood. 
Then drive glazing points into the 
centers of the other three sides to 
hold the glass in place. After you’ve 
placed these points (use three or 
more on a side if the pane is large), 
remove the bottom point and drive 
it in place. 

Now spread on the putty with 








your knife. Putty should be smooth 
and pliable, and you put it on with 
long, even strokes. Once the putty 
has set, paint it to match the sash. 

If you have steel casements, the 
method is basically the same. In- 
stead of glazier’s points, tho, you'll 
use copper glazing clips to hold the 
glass in place.

Heap center of each bread shell with 
the apple mixture. Mix 1 tablespoon 
sugar and |% teaspoon cinnamon;

A WELL-BUILT house may serve as shelter for 
half a century or more. But some house styles prove 
as faddish as the latest dance step. 

That’s what happened to us in Los Angeles—and 
may it be fair warning to you when you build. 
Mother and I found ourselves living in a square 
shoe-box type of home, with an alleged Spanish 
flavor. Unfortunately, we weren’t the least bit 
Spanish. Neither did we like the idea of motorists 
slowing up to look for gas pumps. 

Traveling thru "New England, I was convinced 
there was one style of home that was timeless. 
Nobody could accuse Cape Cod of being a “flash- 
in-the-pan.” 

I made a lot of notes about what makes a Cape 
Codder, and then we began to remodel. The biggest 
job was the roof. First we ripped off the top of the 
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walls—there was slight chance of needing the pro- 
jections for defense against Indian arrows. That 
made way for rafters and a pitched roof, to give us a 
second floor with under-the-eaves storage space. 

The plain windows came out; small-paned ones 
went in. We bought a new front door to match our 
new design and removed the tile-roofed door shelter. 
A light over the door was the final touch. 

On the rear we turned a window into French 
doors and glassed in a screened porch. 

Planting was changed so the house would look as 
if it belonged there, instead of being stuck in as an 
afterthought. By removing the driveway hedge, we 
achieved a more spacious setting for our new gem. 

We altered no walls inside, but completely redec- 
orated, reproducing an Early American feeling as 
authentically as possible.

Tuere’s a lot of loose talk about termites every spring. You’ve 
heard it—and it may have worried you. But there’s no sense in 
worrying until you know what there is to worry about. 

Here are the common questions about termites, and the correct 
answers. From them you can learn if you have termites, what they 
do, and what you can do to prevent or control them. 


0. Are termites common in the United States? 


A, Yes, tho they aren’t strictly United States-citizens. Thcy’re 
found in tropical and temperate regions thruout the world. 


0. Where are termites most common? 


A, You'll find signs of them thruout the eastern half of the United 
States and along the Pacific Coast. They are especially plentiful 
from Massachusetts south along the Atlantic Coast, along the 
Gulf of Mexico, in the Ohio River Valley, in the southern part 
of the Missouri and Mississippi valleys, and in southern 
California. 


0. Do termites move around much? 


A, No. They seem to be fairly happy where they are. 


0. What are termites? 


A. They are social insects, like ants. They live in colonies in the 
ground. They have a queen, like bees, and divide into three 
castes—reproductives, which take care of maternal needs, 
soldiers, which guard the colony, and workers, which do the 
damage. 


0. What do termites look like? 


A. Soldiers and workers are wingless and grayish-white. Since 
they stay in their tunnels, you’ll probably never see them. The 
reproductives have brown or black bodies, and two pairs of 
long, transparent wings of equal size. (See photographic 
comparison with a common ant.) 



















When you find discarded wings of colonizing termites littering the floor under 
doors and windows, you have a termite problem that calls for attention 
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About Termites? 


You hear some facts and a lot of fiction about 
them. Here are the facts to end all the fiction 








These greatly enlarged photographs show the difference between a termite 
(left) and an ant (right). Termite wings are all the same size, while ants have 
two sets of wings of different size. Note also that ant has a slim waistline 


0. Are all termites harmful? 


A. No, but the subterranean type is the cause of much damage. 


0). What should I do if I think I have termites? 


A. First make sure they are térmites, and not ants, powder-post 
beetles, or other wood borers. 


0. How am I supposed to know? 


A. Your first sign of termites may be the colonizing flight of large 
numbers of reproductives, swarming from the soil. 


0. What if I don’t see the flight? 


A, You’ll know a well-established colony isn’t far off if you find 
discarded wings (see photograph opposite). These wings are 
usually found below doors,or windows where termites have 
emerged within a building and have been unable to escape.

0). Can I look for damage? 


A. Only rarely can you see termite 
damage; it’s all inside the wood. 
Sometimes termites honeycomb 
wooden timbers, leaving little 
more than a thin shell. They 
don’t reduce wood to powder, 
or push sawdustlike wood par- 
ticles to the outside, like other 
wood-boring insects. 


0. Are there other signs? 


Workers steer clear of light and 
air. They travel directly from 
the ground into the wood. If 
they must cross concrete, brick, 
or some other obstruction, they 
build a tubelike dirt tunnel 
(see photograph). These run- 
ways protect termites from the 
drying effect of air, and always 
indicate their presence. 


0). What do termites attack? 


e Their main food is the cellu- 
lose they find in wood. They 
eat wood in buildings, tele- 
phone poles, fence posts, or 
any other wood touching the 
ground. They also like paper, 
fiberboard, and some kinds of 
cotton fabrics. They occasional- 
ly injure trees, shrubs, and 
grapevines. Termites are es- 
pecially fond of wood from 
young second-growth trees— 
typical of much lumber on the 
market today.

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2) Block the paths by which 
termites can get into your 
home. Tear down their run- 
ways. Termites in your wood- 
work will die if they can’t get 
back to the soil for moisture. 
3) Call for help. You can pre- 
vent termites from re-entering 
by mechanical or chemical in- 
sulation. To get good mechan- 
ical insulation, infested wood 
should be removed. Slabs of 
concrete should separate wood 
and earth. Cracks where con- 
crete joins wood should be 
filled. But these are jobs for a 
contractor familiar with ter- 
mite prevention, or a pest-con- 
trol expert. Chemical insulation 
(soil poisoning) can be used 
with or instead of mechanical 
insulation. 


0. If I build, how can I keep ter- 


mites away? 


«Clear your land of all wood 
debris. Give unexcavated areas 
proper ventilation—about 2 
square feet for every 25 feet of 
exterior wall. Make sure water 
will drain off so the earth will 
be as dry as possible. Don’t let 
untreated wood touch the soil; 
unless wood is impregnated 
with wood preservative, it 
should rest on a concrete base. 
Siding, wood trim, and sheath- 
ing should never be closer to the 
ground than 6 inches. Joints 
and spaces around pipes pass- 
ing thru floors and walls should 
be sealed with coal-tar pitch. 


0. What about termite shields? 





This is a termite shield of the bread- 
pan type, built into a concrete post. 
Edge turns down at 45-degree angle 


A, They are a valuable supple- 
ment to termite-proof founda- 
tions, but they must be good. 
There are two types—the 
bread-pan type placed over 
masonry walls or piers (see 
photograph), and the strip type 
imbedded in the side of a foun- 
dation wall. Shields can be 


made of 16-ounce copper or 


26-gauge galvanized iron. They 
should clear all surfaces by at 
least two inches, and be bent 
downward at a 45-degree angle. 


They must be tight, or they 


serve no purpose at all.

[ Begins on page 44 ] 


underfoot, and another on the way 
then indeed their emancipation 

gives them a higher use both to 

their families and humankind. 

The proof of this is in the life of 
Janette Stevenson Murray, who 
has just been named American 
Mother of 1947. It’s apparent, too, 
in the lives of the 12 other mothers, 
one of whom the American 
Mothers’ Committee of the al- 
truistic, nonsectarian Golden Rule 
Foundation has honored each year 
since 1935. 

Genetics alone cannot account 
for the worth of Mrs. Murray’s 
children, just as it cannot account 
for the Comptons and Clements 
and all the rest. Janette Stevenson 
herself was born on the _half- 
settled prairie of north-central 
Iowa in 1875, near the still-small 
town of Traer. She studied at Coe 
College and the University of 
Chicago and became a school- 
marm in Yankton, South Dakota. 
Her husband, Frederick Murray, 
whom she met at Coe, was a school- 
teacher, too, before he went on to 
Rush Medical College. He has 
practiced medicine in his home 
town, Cedar Rapids, for all the 45 


years since. 


Au five children, too, got de- 
grees from Coe. All went on to 
other schools (the family now has 
14 college degrees. Four of its 
members can write “Dr.” before 
their names), and all but one, like 
their father and mother, became 
teachers. Three are still teaching. 

William, the oldest, is still in his 
early forties. A nationally known 
agricultural economist, he heads 
the department of economics and 
sociology at Iowa State College. 
Eleanor, the second, after four 
years as an editor in the State De- 
partment, is married to another 
Iowa State economist, has five 
children, co-authors. books with 
her husband. Edward, the third, is 
a physician, was a lieutenant-colo- 
nel in charge of army hospitals in 
Iran thru four years of the war, is 
now at McGill University, in 
Montreal. Janet, the fourth, studied 
and taught in France, Italy, and 
Greece, is mother of two children, 
and is now in Moscow, as the wife 
of a United States Embassy at- 
taché. Winifred, the fifth, still in 
her twenties, was a lieutenant in 
the WAVES, is now teaching 
music and English in New Jersey. 

By whatever standard you meas- 
ure them—wit, tolerance, useful- 
ness, income tax payment, or 
scholarship—they are a notable 
contribution to the brotherhood of 
man.

touring the islands. The Murrays 
bought a car and toured, too. “‘But 
not with other couples,” says 
Eleanor Murray.

I trailed Janette Murray around 
one Saturday night, as she helped 
her daughter Janet pack for going 
to Russia, and asked her to put it 
all into words. A quick, direct 
woman, kindly but unsentimental, 
still lean and seemingly tireless at 
72, Mrs. Murray put it very sim- 
ply: “Love your children and 
share your life with them, and 
they'll come out all right. Share the 
work, the sacrifices, the burdens, 
and the joys — everything — and 
you won’t have to worry.” 


Asove all, both Fred and Jan- 
ette Murray shared their interests 
and ideas with their children, cre- 
ating ambitions to slay dragons and 
survey the globe instead of for 
stock-room jobs at the peanut 
works. Every Saturday night when 
Fred Murray went back to his 
office to doctor the farm people 
who had come to town, Janette 
Murray went back with him and 
to the library and then home again 
with an armload of books. The 
librarian would say they were too 
old for her children, but Janette 
would take them home and leave 
them around where the children 
might pick them up. 

“Tt wasn’t only Saturday night,” 
says Eleanor. “‘Mother never went 
downtown without coming home 
with books for all of us.” 

“TI never forced their choice,” 
says Janette Murray. “I let them 
read what they wanted.” 

But her son William recalls a 
few tie-in deals: “When I had 
read Jdylls of the King, then I could 
have Treasure Island. When I had 
read The Vicar of Wakefield, then | 
got Huckleberry Finn.” 


In SHARING their interests, the 
Murrays treated their children as 
if they were adults.

Once more the old problem 
bobs up . . . “What to do with the 
dog when we go on our vacation?” 

Some people get away for a 
whole month—even spend an en- 
tire summer far from the city. Or 
they go for long auto tours—sight- 
seeing, fishing, or just “bumming 
around.” 

Such carefree vacations are 
right down a dog’s alley, if folks 
only realized it. Dogs like adven- 
ture and new scenery—just as 
humans do. And what’s more, they 
dislike to be separated from their 
human family, especially during 
that happiest of all seasons, sum- 
mer. There isn’t a dog living that 
doesn’t glory in sunshine, rustling 
trees, sparkling waters, green roll- 
ing hills, and the delicious scents 
carried by summer breezes—to say 
nothing of the health benefits de- 
rived from fresh air, sun, plenty of 
exercise. 

Take your dog along. He’ll be a 





jolly companion, add immeasur- 


ably to your good times. And it’s 
better to have him along than to be 
worrying about him. 

Most dogs are good travelers. 
If young, or unused to riding, they 
may become carsick. To forestall 
this, do not feed your dog for 
several hours prior to departure. 


Allow him every opportunity to 
empty bowels and bladder. Then, 
about 10 minutes before you leave, 
give him a three-grain sodium 
bromide capsule. If he’s of a large

This 
settles the dog’s nerves, heads off 
drooling and vomiting. It’s effec- 
tive for an hour and a half to two 
hours. If the trip lasts beyond that, 
another capsule. 

If possible, don’t give him water 
while he’s riding. Even if it’s a hot 
day, water the dog at the end of 
the ride. If it’s an all-day trip, let 
him have a little water every three 
or four hours. Do not feed him 
until the end of the day. 


A RECENT survey showed that 
two-thirds of the nation’s hotels are 
glad to play host to canines. But 
ascertain this point in advance by 
writing or wiring to avoid a last- 
minute hitch. Most roadside tour- 
ist-cabin owners will welcome your 
dog, but not all of them. If you 
strike on one with an aversion to 
Nero, drive on to the next motel. 

Of course, don’t impose a wet, 
muddy dog on the hospitality of 
public lodging places. And don’t 
allow him to soil furniture, rugs, 
and bed sheets with his dirty paws. 
You'll make all dogs and their 
owners look bad if you do. Above 
all, don’t let the dog wander all 
over the place, thru the coffee shop, 
lounge, or lobby, even if he’s the 
friendliest, nicest hound in the 
world. Remember, you, your 
family, and your dog are guests. 

Feeding your dog on a trip is no 
problem. Most canned dog foods 
are complete rations, need no 
“fixing” or supplementing. Alter- 
nating between canned dog food 
and the canned salmon or tuna 
provides an ideal diet for any dog, 
even on an extended tour. 


However, it’s well to remem- 
ber that too drastic a changeover 
from what the dog is accustomed 
to at home may throw his digestive 
apparatus out of gear. So, if it’s 
possible, feed your dog on vacation 
just as you feed him at home. 

For treats or tidbits—or even 
entire light meals—he can have 
dog or puppy biscuits and such 
things as boiled liver, beef heart, 
and beef or pork kidney, cut into 
cubes. Cooked beforehand, these 
meats will keep for several hours in 
waxed paper, without refrigera- 
tion. 

Be sure to take along two dishes 
or pans, one for solid food, one for 
water. State-maintained tourist 
parks along the road are excellent 
places for all the family to get out 
and stretch. And they’re naturals 
for the dog’s exercising periods. 
You can wash his dishes while he 
romps. 

Don’t feed your dog in restau- 
rants, cafeterias, or hotel lobbies. 
Most proprietors or hotel managers 
will hit the ceiling if you try it. 
It’s better to feed your pet in the 
privacy of your room or in a park, 
or by the roadside. 


Your dog should have his own 
luggage—a small overnight bag or 
suitcase from the dime store. Stuff 
his dish and watering pan in it, his 
food supplies, and his toys. Don’t 
forget the can opener, either. These 
are his needs for his vacation trip. 

On the other hand, you may 
travel by train. Express company 
personnel are schooled in the 
know-how of dog care.

can be on a leash or in a crate. On 
long journeys, you should provide 
a drinking pan, tied to the crate or 
leash. Wire a bag of food to the 
crate, and tack on a card that 
reads ““Dog’s name—NERO” and 
‘Feed one cup of attached food 
morning and night.” Also add any 
other message you care to, such 
as “This dog is gentle, very 
friendly,” or, “This dog is not 
friendly; do not handle.” The at- 
tendant will appreciate the infor- 
mation and be guided accordingly. 

If you’re driving into another 
state, be sure to obtain a health 
certificate for your dog, signed by 
your veterinarian. Most states de- 
mand this before entry is granted. 
If you ship your dog, the express- 
man must have it. 


Here are a few vacation “‘cau- 
tions.”’ Unless your dog is used to 
it, too much swimming isn’t good. 
Cold and chills may result from 
unaccustomed wettings, perhaps 
serious sicknesses. Dry him off after 
such water frolics, especially in the 
cool of the evening. 

Don’t let your dog imagine he’s a 
railway engineer, sticking his head 
out the window, as if he were in the 
cab of a locomotive. It may start 
eye troubles, be conducive to sore 
throat and respiratory ailments. 

Don’t have your dog clipped for 
“summer comfort”’ on his vacation. 
Nature prepares him for hot 
weather in ways we cannot ‘see. 
And shearing off his coat to make 
him look like a skinned frank- 
furter is an invitation to insects 
and parasites. Germs and micro- 
organisms (including mange mites), 
ordinarily excluded by a luxurious, 
healthy coat, may invade your 
dog’s skin when he’s thus exposed.

snake under a low-slung bush, 
down in Hot Springs National 
Park, Arkansas.

allow heat to escape. They should 
be placed to take advantage of pre- 
vailing winds. You’ll need at least 
25 square inches of vent area for 
each 100 square feet of attic floor. 

If you want mesh cloth over 
louvers to keep out birds and 
leaves, you'll need 20 percent more 
vent area. If you use fine mosquito 
netting, you'll need 50 percent 
more vent area. 

These figures are minimum, and 
it’s better to have much more than 
not enough. If you already have 
attic windows, you probably have 
enough ventilation. 


Kitchen Exhaust Fan 


There have been times, I’m 
sure, when you could smell kitchen 
odors in every room of the house. 
The kitchen probably was stifling 
hot, too, even with doors and win- 
dows open, because of the heat 
given off with those cooking smells. 





The answer is a kitchen exhaust 
fan. One type fits into a pane in 
your kitchen window. Another 
sets into a wall, usually above the 


range, and is controlled with a 
pull chain. One pull opens louvers 
and starts the motor. When closed, 
louvers seal out cold and moisture. 

The fan should face the wind- 
ward side of your house. It’s even 
better to have an exhaust duct ris- 
ing to the roof, where a breeze 
from any direction will suck up 
heat. Most kitchen exhaust fans 
are inexpensive. They cost less to 
operate than a 40-watt bulb, and 
they change the air in your kitchen 
about once a minute. 


Awnings 

Direct sunshine on windows 
raises the temperature indoors and 
fades rugs, draperies, and uphol- 
stery. Awnings keep out the sun- 
shine and 65 percent of the heat. 








There are two kinds of awnings. 
Those with sides keep more sun off 
the windows, but hot air gathers 
under them and prevents heat in 
the house from escaping. Awnings

Lawn and Shrubbery 


You'll admit, won’t you, that 
green, fresh surroundings are more 
restful than burned, barren ones? 
Green foliage is not only prettier; 
it absorbs more sunlight and re- 
flects less heat into your house. 

Unless there’s a water shortage 
this summer, soak your lawn regu- 
larly. You’ll have a cooler house. 


Outside Color 


The color of outside walls, in 
addition ‘to making your home 
attractive, can affect the inside 
temperature. Dark colors absorb 
heat; light colors reflect it. A test 


wil, 





of two identical brick houses, one 
white and the other unpainted, 
showed the painted house was 13 
degrees cooler on a hot day. 

Roofing with sandlike crystals in 
it likewise reflects more heat than a 
dark roof. 


Insulation 


Engineers have developed effi- 
cient heat barriers. Like the Arab 


who wraps himself in endless lay- 
ers of cloth, a house can be bun- 
died with proper insulation to pre- 
vent summer discomfort. 

Good insulation in walls and 
ceilings will make at least a 15- 
degree difference in room tempera- 
tures. In one case, insulation plus 
natural ventilation reduced ceiling 
temperatures 35 degrees! You can 
see the advantages of sleeping at 
75 degrees instead of tossing at 90. 

What makes the difference? By 
the end of a broiling day, the sun’s 
heat has fully penetrated uninsu- 
lated walls and roof. At night, the 
outside air cools but walls remain 
hot. Rooms won’t cool until walls 
do; often this is an all-night job. 
By then the sun is up again. 

If you insulate these walls, little 
heat penetrates. Insulation reflects 
heat and retards extreme changes 
of indoor temperatures. It also 
saves 15 to 30 percent on your 
winter fuel bill. 


Forced Attic Ventilation 


Let’s assume you have installed 
louvers in your attic, thereby re- 
ducing the temperature there from 
140 to 105 degrees. The sun sets, 
and grass and trees cool rapidly in 
the twilight, But your house is still 
hot. Of course, you’re better off 
than the man with a brown lawn, 
no kitchen fan, and an unventilat- 
ed attic. But think how nice it 
would be to flip a switch and 
shortly have your house as cool as 
the night outside.

The new attic fans are efficient, 
quiet, nonvibrating, inexpensive 
to operate, and simple to install. 
They run slowly to reduce vibra- 
tion; often the speed is as low as 
300 revolutions per minute. That's 
about six times slower than your 
refrigerator motor. 


What Size Fan? 

To find out what size fan you 
need, first figure the cubic feet of 
space in all rooms except the base- 
ment. Cubic footage is the width 
times the length times the height 
of each room. Then ask your fan 
dealer how many changes of air 
per hour you’ll need. The number 
will vary from 60 in the Deep 
South to 15 in northern states. 

Let’s assume your house con- 
tains 10,000 cubic feet of air space, 
and you want 30 air changes per 
hour. Your fan should have a ca- 
pacity of 300,000 cubic feet per 
hour (10,000 times 30), or 5,000 
cubic feet per minute.

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tention in a season. But since the 
warmest air lies against the ceilings 
upstairs, basement installations 
aren’t too efficient. 

If you have an attic, you have 
two choices of location. One is to 
mount the fan near louvers so it 
exhausts directly outside. This 
works well only if eaves are tight

and air can’teseep into the attic 
except from rooms below. If there 
are air leaks, efficiency drops. Re- 
member, too, that the fan must 
discharge with the wind. 

The other solution, and the best, 
is to mount the fan on the attic 
floor, directly over an escape grille. 





The grille in a one-story house 
should be as near the center of the 
house as possible. In a two-story 
house, the best spot is directly over 
the stairway landing. 

What Size Grille? 

The grille should be large 
enough to carry off the air speedily 
without noise. A fan with a capa- 
city of 5,000 cubic feet per minute, 
for example, requires an opening 
of about 7.5 square feet. If there’s 
a shutter over the opening, it will 
have to be larger. The common 
egg-crate grilles with 3-inch squares 
cause a loss of 15 percent, so the 
opening would have to be 9 square 
feet. 

The fan housing, set over the 
grille, can be built of plywood on a 
skeleton frame, but the chamber 
must be airtight or it won’t draw. 
Some manufacturers ship fans in 
packing boxes that can be used as 
part of the chamber. 


Cool Air From Basement 

The blower on a warm-air fur- 
nace can help keep your house 
cool. But blowers are equipped for 
only five or six air changes an hour, 
far below the number you need for 
summer comfort. 

If you have an attic fan too, you 
can use the furnace blower in the 
late afternoon to circulate cooler 
basement air and to keep air mov- 
ing. It would help to increase the 
blower speed, but don’t try it— 
most blowers can’t stand the over- 


load. 


Air Conditioning 


Those of you who already have 
air-conditioning systems are ahead 
of the rest of us, but not too far. 
Combination summer-cooling and 
winter-heating plants are becom- 
ing available at reduced cost. If 
you’re building a new house, don’t 
overlook them. 

But until you do install an air- 
conditioning unit, make the most 
of the other suggestions on the 
check list.

Floor Plugs 
Where You Want Them 

















When is an outlet not an outlet? When it's all plugged up! 
We took stock of our fixtures, then put electricity to work 


By Mary Kay Phelan 


Irs been the pet peeve of our rent- 
ing career. We’ve nevér had enough 
places to plug in our electric gad- 
gets. The worst example was an 
eight-room house (built about 1900) 
which had just seven outlets. The 
final outrage was that singleton in 
the upstairs hall—it served four 
bedrooms. 

Now, with our chance to build, 
we’ve gone to work on the outlet 
problem. In the first blueprints, the 
double-slashed circles (which mean 
outlets, I found) seemed to be scat- 
tered at random. Our ideas didn’t 
always jibe with those of our archi- 
tect. Then we hit on the scheme of 
making an “‘outlet inventory.” 

First, we furnished each room on 
paper. Then we made notes of elec- 
trical equipment on hand, adding 
those things we hope to acquire. We 
even measured cord lengths, to 
avoid extensions. With our lists in 
hand, we opened the front door, so 
to speak, and went thru our house- 
to-be. Our notes for our architect 
went like this: 


Front hall: One outlet, please, all 
by itself, for the vacuum. It’s a big 
nuisance, shifting cords while clean- 
ing. Second outlet for a table lamp 
by the stairway. And, of course, a 
telephone jack. (You'll be hearing 
of these again!) 


Living reom: Here we want lamps 

and more lamps. We’re fiends for 
good reading light. One outlet on 
the east wall for end-table lamps. 
Two outlets, one for each fireside 
chair. They'll take care of the vacu- 
um, too. Electric clock and desk 
lamp will double up on the fourth 
outlet. Number five for our radio 
and that lighted globe Uncle Harry 
warns he’ll send. 


Dining area: Outlets for two waffle 
irons. They’re wedding presents. 


But we’ve never used them for a 
crowd without risking our necks 
with extension cords. Toaster and 
coffee maker are “‘musts” for Sunday 
breakfast. Total, three. That again 
leaves a spot for the vacuum. 


Sereen pereh: We like outdoor 
dining, so let’s have an outlet for 
coffee maker and sandwich grill. 
Two more for reading lamps. This is 
a bit on the luxury side. But our 


’ budget doesn’t include vacations for 


several years, so we'd like to be 
pampered at home. 


Garage: Marty takes over and asks 
at least one. He wants a “‘trouble 
light” for our ’41 auto. Spraying of 
screens also comes high on his list. 


Kitehen: Now it’s my turn. Your 
plan shows plugs for refrigerator 
and range. Also give me a special 
outlet, please, for the electric clock. 
I’m tired of stopping the hands of 
time to whip up a whiff of meringue. 
Near the breakfast bar we’ll want 
the toaster and radio. Two more 
spots, on opposite walls, for the mix- 
er. And how about a jack for that 
portable telephone? 


Basement utility room: Washing 
machine on hand. Dryer, mangle, 
and freezer are on the hoped-for list, 
so let’s have outlets ready. A tele- 
phone jack would save time—my 
friends always call during -the second 
rinse. 


Rumpus room: Three old lamps 
will go here. Also a well-worn radio, 
still running on all eight tubes. Pro- 
vide for the electric train Santa 
bought for father (and incidentally 
son). And we’ll need an outlet for 
“puttering” tools. 

Retracing our steps, Mr. A., let’s 
inventory the second floor. In the 
upstairs hall, one please. (You

Our bedroom: Twin bed lamps 
top our list here. Put them on sepa- 
rate outlets. With one lamp, we could 
plug in the alarm clock (horrible 
thought). With the other, we could 
plug in that new electric blanket we 
hope to get. This, too, would take 
care of a heating pad. Small radio 
and lamp near the take-it-easy chair. 
Matched lights on the dressing table. 
Oh, yes, the telephone jack. (The 
last we mention in a small but plead- 
ing voice—it would be so nice.) 


Child’s bedroom: Let’s say three 
here. Bed lamp, dresser lights, and 
floor lamp. We don’t have all the 
things for this room yet. But we'll 
put the extras on our hoped-for list. 


Bathroom: One for shaving, of 
course. It can serve Aunt Bessie’s 
curling iron when she comes to visit. 
(Her equipment may seem dated— 
but you don’t know Aunt Bessie!) 
Another outlet near the baseboard 
for a heater—I like to be warm at 
bathtime. 


Final notes: I’ve tried to put out- 
lets where we can use them for fans 
on hot days—until we can afford air 
conditioning. [ll let you worry 
about such things as “‘carrying load.” 


Our architect was glad to cooper- 
ate. He told us we saved much ex- 
pense by inventorying our outlet 
needs before our home was built. 








Concrete Blocks 
Make Sandbox 


THere’s no more popular ren- 
dezvous for the 2-to-12-year crowd 
than a sturdy, well-placed sandbox. 

You can make a really rugged one 
at little cost by using a dozen cement 
blocks, three to aside, with the hol- 
low centers placed up and down. 
The blocks can be fastened together 
by steel U-bars, whose points project 
up into the hollow cores of adjoining 
blocks as shown. The U-bars can be 
of flat steel, about 44 x 144 inches, 
with 3-inch arms. Or they can be 
bent from steel rods. 

If the steel is not obtainable, the 
blocks can be secured by stakes 
driven thru their holes. The ground 
serves as a bottom for the box.—

resources. At 40, they are having 
to learn things they should have 
learned at 15. 

What things? 

Assumption of responsibility is 
one. The child who grows up be- 
lieving that someone else _ will 
always take the blame and foot 
the bills is headed for a painful 
awakening someday. The time will 
come when parental excuses aren’t 
enough—they won’t satisfy the 
judge in a hit-run accident. And 
parents may pay financial bills, 
but there are some things money 
can’t buy—friendship, a happy 
marriage. 


Inrecrity is important, too. 
Integrity means more than finan- 
cial honesty. It means moral hon- 
esty and a sound sense of values. It 
means a willingness to fight for 
what one believes in. Any child re- 
flects and absorbs the values he 
sees at home. 

Self-confidence belongs near the 
top of the list. Confidence grows 
with ability and experience. I 
know two brothers who struggled 
with this problem all the early 
years of their boyhood. One had 
exceptional manual dexterity, the 
other had intellectual brilliance. 
Each wanted to be like the other, 
until the father saw the situation 
clearly and explained it to them. 
And he took the time and trouble 
to teach the brilliant boy to use 
his hands and the dexterous boy 
to study. Knowing their own 
strengths and weaknesses, they 
gained confidence and ability. ‘To- 
day they are rounding into capa- 
ble young men who admire, but 
no longer envy, each other’s tal- 
ents, for they know they have 
talents of their own. 


Tuere are other fundamentals 
—good work habits, intellectual 
curiosity, interest in other people, 
cooperation, tolerance, faith, a 
sense of the value of time. Take 
them in any order you will. But 
they all go into the building of 
character and the development of 
an inner security. 

I’ve seen it demonstrated over 
and over that you can’t buy secu- 
rity. Physical security, yes. You 


can buy protection from cold and, 


hunger and bodily want. But that 
isn’t enough. That’s existence, not 
living. Some of the most unhappy 
people I ever met had all those 
things. And some of the happiest, 
most truly secure people lack one 
or another of them. They are secure 
because they have resources within 
themselves to make life fruitful and 
profitable and interesting. 

In discussing these matters to- 
day we are tempted to talk in 
terms of adjustment and of psy- 
chiatric problems. Without inner 
security, a child grows up malad- 
justed. 

I asked a psychiatrist about this 
not long ago. He said quite frankly 
that most of his adult patients were 
up against the problem of develop- 
ing the inner security, or adjust-

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ment, that they should have had 
from childhood. Why? Because 
their parents, themselves, were not 
too well adjusted, but even more 
because people kept passing the 
responsibility from one to another. 
Mothers and fathers expected the 
teacher to do the job. The teacher 
depended on a social worker or a 
doctor, and they in turn depended 
on the parents. So it leads right 
back to the home, to the beginning 
of individual and social experience. 


Ir ISN’T a matter of going back 
to fundamentals. We don’t have to 
go back to reach fundamentals— 
we have to go down, get inside, at 
the roots of character. When we 
experimented with education based 
on self-expression and social ad- 
justment we were really transfer- 
ring certain responsibilities of the 
home to the school. We were ex- 
pecting a group of children and one 
teacher to accomplish what one or 
two children and two parents 
failed to achieve at home. 

The child needs guidance, needs 
to be told what to do and when. 
He needs some basis of under- 
standing other than his own ran- 
dom experience. No one arrives 
any place without at least knowing 
which direction to go. A group of 
adolescent girls can giggle and 
whisper about sex for weeks with- 
out finding a sound basis for happy 
marriage, unless some wise mother 
sets them straight. Sex education 
in school may help, but many 
questions are left unanswered. 
Such answers should come from 
the source of a child’s instinctive 
trust and belief, the home. 


Tue child’s instinct is to accept 
his own home as a basis for normal 
life. Later, he compares it with 
other homes, you with other 
parents. His world begins to 
broaden. He is willing to listen 
and to learn—it is instinctive. And 
those he first listens to and learns 
from are his parents. We can’t 
escape that fact. Our children are 
going to get whatever we give 
them, intentionally or not. 

We wish to give them every- 
thing. But the fact is that we can’t 
really give them anything more 
than fundamentals, character, the 
ability to make their own lives. 
We serve them best and give them 
most when we help them to grow 
up, to become individuals, to 
achieve inner security. 

One of the most pathetic cases I 
know is that of a woman now in 
her middle forties and still tied to 
her mother. The mother had an 
unhappy childhood, or thinks she 
did. She was a jealous, demanding 
wife. She centered her life in her 
daughter. For six years she trotted 
the child to and from school each 
day. She shielded her from play- 
mates, sheltered her at home. She 
frowned on young love. She spent 
every weekend with the girl at 
college. She chose the daughter’s 
clothes, her entertainment, her 
companions. She fended off pos- 
sible suitors. She bound her daugh- 
ter to her with chains of selfishness. 
Today they live alone in a moldy 
mansion, a querulous old woman 
and a frustrated daughter afraid 
of the world and its normal people.

grow up physically. Unless we help 
them to grow up emotionally we 
are robbing them as surely as tho 
we stole the food from their plates. 
We try to teach them a trade or 
educate them in a profession that 
they may make a living. But when 
we fail to educate them for life we 
nullify all the rest. 


I HAVE asked dozens of people 
what security means to them. The 
most eloquent answer came from 
a 14-year-old boy. 

‘““‘Why,” he said, after consider- 
ing for a minute or so, “I think 
security means to me the—well, 
the chance to think for myself, and 
the belief that I can think straight 
when I try hard. It means that I 
believe in my parents and think 
that they want me to do what I 
know is right.” 

“How about a job?” I asked. 
**And money?” 

“Oh, I can get a job when I’m 
ready for it,” he said. “‘I can get a 


job and make money. Is that what 


you meant by security?” 

“No,” I said. “‘I just wondered 
how you felt about it.” 

“Well, you can lose’ your 
money,” he said, “‘in a depression 
or something. And maybe you will 
lose your job or change to another 
one. So that wouldn’t be security, 
would it, all by itself? I—I think 
it’s inside, something about the 
way you feel about things.” 

And I knew that there was a lad 
who had been given the really 
priceless gift by his parents.

Scalp Ringworm

In order to be sure the infection is 
present, the examination of the 
scalp is made under a special light, 
called the Wood’s or “‘black”’ light. 

This light has been used in in- 
dustry to show up minerals which 
fluoresce under it. It has been used 
to detect forgeries in checks, to 
uncover frauds in paintings, and 
to show up false currency. Two 
Frenchmen, Magarot and Deveze, 
discovered that this light causes 
the hairs attacked by the fungi we 
are discussing, to fluoresce a 
brilliant green. A scalp which ap- 
pears normal in daylight shows 
these diseased hairs startlingly in 
the Wood’s light. 


SINcE both varieties look the 
same under the Wood’s light, how 
then can we tell, upon looking at a 
scalp, whether it is the human or 
the animal variety with which we 
are dealing? 

Fungi grow one way on the 
human scalp, but they grow an- 
other way in a test tube. The doc- 
tor, therefore, will pull an in- 
fected hair, as revealed by the 
Wood’s light, place it in a test tube 
containing a special “food” (or 
medium), and let it grow. In this, 
the animal variety develops one 
type of growth and colors the 
medium yellow. The human vari- 
ety, which is the cause of this 
epidemic, will develop another 
type of growth with a wine-colored 
change in the medium. Thus we see 
that we are dealing with a fungus, 
and that the fungus is either the 
animal variety easy to eradicate, 
or the human variety, difficult to 
cure. 


How can the spread of the in- 
fection be prevented? 


1. First, mothers who know their 
children have infected scalps must 
not send them to barber shops. 
Hair should be cut at home, every 
hair collected on paper and 
burned. 

2. On the other hand, barbers 
must not cut the hair of a child 
with a suspicious scalp until the 
child brings a certificate from his

physician declaring that he is free 
of ringworm of the scalp. 

3. Infected children should not 
be permitted to go to theaters or 
movies. Only parents can control 
this, not the theater managers. 

4. Children should be cautioned 
against wearing each other’s hats 
or headgear. 

5. Infected children must wear 
a stocking cap or similar skull cap 
at all times, day and night, awake 
or asleep, to prevent loose infected 
hairs from getting about. 

6. Children should be permitted 
to go to school provided they are 
under proper treatment and pro- 
vided their heads are constantly 
covered with the caps. There, with 
heads covered and under the super- 
vision of their teachers, they are 
less likely to spread the disease, 
than if they are at home running 
around in the open and playing 
with their pals, unsupervised. 

7. Finally, mothers should wash 
the heads of their children often. 
[It cannot be overemphasized that 
it takes only one hair to transmit 
the disease. If your child has been 
to the barber, wash his head. If 
your child has been to a movie, 
wash his head. If one of your chil- 
dren is infected, and the other is 
not, wash the head of the well 
child daily. 

8. Each child with the disease 
should have his own towel, and no 
other member of the family may 
use it. This too will help prevent 
cross-contamination. 


r 

THE best treatment for epidemic 
ringworm of the scalp is X-ray. 
About 18 to 21 days after this 
treatment, the hair on the scalp 
falls out. The scalp is washed daily, 
and proper ointments are applied 
to keep it clean while the new 
healthy uninfected hair grows in. 
This regrowth takes another three 
months. Most patients are cured 
by this method. Unfortunately, 
X-ray is not available to the degree 
the demand requires. In many 
centers where the epidemic rate is 
high, however, authorities are 
endeavoring to acquire the X-ray 
machines for use in clinics. 

There are other ways of treating 
the scalp. Ointments are some- 
times effective. There is one 
especially, developed during the 
war, which has given better results 
than the previousointments. Never- 
theless, none of these has a very 
high ratio of cure and, after many 
months of using ointments, X-ray 
may still have to be resorted to, 
to accomplish a cure. When the 
ointments are used, the hair is 
first clipped close to the scalp. 
This is no time to be concerned 
with the appearance of the child. 
Leaving a.small mat of hair for 
beauty’s sake may be just enough 
to ruin the chances of success with 
the treatment. A small mat of hair 
acts as a blanket.

and morning, and the scalp is 
thoroly washed with soap and a 
brush once daily, before either ap- 
plication. Washing should be 
firm, but not rough. After the oint- 
ment has been massaged into the 
scalp, a layer of cleansing tissue is 
applied, and the head covered 
with a stocking cap. The tissue is 
burned daily. The stocking cap 
may be boiled, to sterilize it. The 
hairs in the involved areas are 
pulled out with tweezers at home 
about twice a week, to remove all 
loose and infected hairs. These are 
collected on paper, and the paper 
burned. The tweezers used are 
sterilized (and this applies to the 
instruments used for barbering 
the hair, too) by placing them in 
a solution of creosol (10 percent) 
for at least one-half hour, washing 
them in water, and then placing 
them in alcohol (70 percent) 
saturated with baking soda. They 
are left there until used again. The 
baking soda in the alcohol pre- 
vents rusting. 


An EXAMINATION under the 
Wood’s light should be repeated 
every two weeks, so that the prog- 
ress of the patient may be followed 
and so that infected hairs appear- 
ing in new areas may be removed 
to check further spreading. 

When the scalp is free of in- 
fected hair on two successive ex- 
aminations, as determined under 
the Wood’s light, the child is de- 
clared cured. 

The care of the child does not 
stop then. The procedures for the 
prevention of recontamination by 
frequent washings, as discussed 
above, still must be adhered to. 
They must continue until the 
epidemic has passed. 

Epidemic ringworm of the scalp 
is a serious, disfiguring, trouble- 
some, stubborn disease. In many 
cities, school authorities and board 
of health officials have organized 
clinics for the detection of the in- 
fection in all children in their 
communities. Many are acquiring 
X-ray therapy machines. 

But a three-months’ lapse in 
routine inspections and in treat- 
ment during summer vacation will 
permit the infection to become 
even more widespread than at 
present. That is why it is impor- 
tant for you mothers to observe 
your children daily to detect any 
unusual condition of their scalps. 
It would be well for health and 
school authorities to insist upon 
scalp examinations immediately 
prior to the reopening of school in 
the fall. 


NevERTHELESS, determining 
the children who are infected is 
only part of the problem. To pre- 
vent further spread of the disease 
and to wipe out the epidemic, the 
full cooperation of the parents of 
these children is needed. It is up to 
you, the mothers and parents, to 
help eliminate this scourge, to avert 
the misery, the ugliness, and the 
discomfiture associated with this 
disease—to prevent the continuing 
mental misery of the child unlucky 
enough to have developed a kerion 
resulting in a permanently scarred 
bald spot. 

Without you, all efforts are in- 
sufficient.

“One day when-I was pretty 
young she came home with a book 
by Marcel Proust,” says Eleanor,

As FOR always listening, Janette 
Murray had an extra reason. “I 
always believed,” she says, “‘that 
if you would take time to listen to 
what happened at school and at 
play, and really be interested, then 
you’d always have their confi- 
dence. But if you let your mind 
wander to your own problems, 
your children slip away. It’s certain 
that if you don’t listen to your 
daughter when she’s 8, you'll not 
have the chance when she’s 16.

Mother hasn’t any use any more. 

And Marynia Farnham, psy- 
chiatrist, co-author of the new 
book, Modern Woman: the Lost Sex, 
says the mother’s job of teaching 
has been taken over by the schools. 

Well, on the big old garage, 
once a barn, behind the Murray 
home, there is a rusted basketball 
hoop that one of the Murray boys 
nailed up more than a quarter of a 
century ago.

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youngest daughter was graduated 
from Coe College, Janette Steven- 
son Murray received her third 
college degree, an honorary 
doctorate, not for staying home, 
but for the opposite. Way back, 
she had begun.her public life by 
crusading for women’s right to 
vote. In Hawaii, during the war, 
she wrote a wartime conservation 
column for the Honolulu Star-Bulle- 
tin. Back home, when Winifred was 
only 2, her mother got into parent- 
teacher work, ran for the Cedar 
Rapids school board, became its 
first woman president. 


Workinc with the state uni- 
versity Child Welfare Research 
Station, she started parent-teacher 
association child-study clubs, be- 
came state chairman of parent 
education work, wrote a series of 
study booklets for statewide use. 
She wrote a column, ‘“The Modern 
Mother,” for the Cedar Rapids 
Gazette, wrote articles for the Jowa 
Journal of History and Politics, wrote 
Sunday news features on the early 
Iowa scene. She wrote for various 
magazines, made weekly radio 
talks for three years. 

All this, while her children were 
growing up, tho she never had a 
maid or any other regular help at 
home. 

In 1944, to awaken women to 
the concept of one world, she 
pulled all eight of the main 
women’s groups in Cedar Rapids 
together to sponsor forums on in- 
ternational relations. She was 69 
at the time. She and her co-workers 
organized a speakers’ bureau, sent 
out speakers, had 63 discussion 
groups that first summer. ‘i heir 
congressman got stacks of mail. 


Women, she feels, must be- 
come informed on world trade, 
foreign policy. They must, if they 
are to have any use, if they are to 
help prevent another and more 
ghastly butchery. They must read 
more books, editorials, magazines 
of opinion, and they must study 
more, before it is too late. An avid 
reader herself, she has almost 
stopped reading fiction. She feels a 
terrible urgency to understand and 
to get the United Nations function- 
ing now. 

In Washington, I asked her 
what she was going to do when she 
got home. 

“I got a sort of scheme... 
said. 

Listen, Mr. Wylie: Janette Murray 
is now 72. 

Naturally, she never had time 
to bind her children in emotional 
coils. She never wanted to. She 
had plenty of life of her own. When 
William was 15, he got a bicycle 
and set up a delivery service 
on the Honolulu water front. At 
16, he went on maneuvers with 
the 2nd Hawaiian Regiment. With 
the others it was about the same. 
Edward, when he finished school, 
taught three years at Roberts 
College in Turkey, got involved in 
China’s civil war, was suspected 
of being a spy, held for months. 

Beyond a certain point, Janette 
Murray just threw her children in 
to sink or swim. She didn’t have to 
worry. Because she had shared her 
life with them, she knew they’d 
stay afloat.

Save Your Spruces and Hollyhocks 


Ar LAST there is a way to keep spruces, hollyhocks, and phlox 
green all summer. Two new chemicals, azobenzene and HETP*, now 
ready for home garden use, provide sure death for redspider-mites 
and spruce mites. These pests spin dusty webs, sprinkled with red- 
peppered dots, sickening forerunner of sucked-dry, rusted leaves and 
bare branches. 


Close kin of textile dyes 


Azobenzene is a bright orange powder, an unwanted stepchild of 
of the dye chemist for 100 years. It’s a close relative of Congo red and 
Chicago blue, synthetic coal-tar dyes widely used to color textiles. 
Another relative, Orange Helione, can be used to dye cloth a firey 
orange—or it can ‘be pumped into sick maples to stop “bleeding 
cankers.” 

Azobenzene was perfected as an insect killer by Dr. Robert C. 
Haring, industrial chemist, teamed with Dr. William E. Blauvelt, 
Cornell University insect specialist (July, 1946, Better Homes & Gardens, 
page 20). Florists have used 200,000 pounds in the past 18 months 
to protect greenhouse roses and carnations against redspider-mites. 

HETP is an amber-colored, oily liquid. It is highly poisonous to 
man, but this danger disappears within a few days after the plants 
are sprayed. Nazi chemists developed it during the war as a motor 
oil, later discovered it a good substitute for nicotine sprays. U.S.D.A. 
scientists who jeeped into Germany with the Army immediately 
after VE Day rushed samples to the United States. 


What to buy, how to use 


Azobenzene is already available as Azofume, 10 percent active 
chemical mixed with 80 percent finely ground sulfur. You can shoot 
this mixture around with any garden duster. One application can 
kill 90 to 100 percent of both the eggs and the adult mites. You can 
dust again 10 days later, or whenever needed. 

HETP is sold as a liquid—50 to 70 percent active material. Blot 
and Vapotone are brands already on the market. You dilute the con- 
centrated solution with water and use immediately. HETP doesn’t 
kill many mite eggs, so you'll need to respray weekly at least twice, 
possibly four times. 


DDT harmless to mites 


Mites threaten to become the home garden’s most serious pest be- 
cause widespread use of DDT is rapidly erasing the natural enemies 
of the mites. DDT is harmless to mites. Once the natural check on the 
mites is lost, they multiply incredibly fast in hot weather. One pair 
of mites can pyramid to 500,000 adults and 13,000,000 eggs and baby 
mites in a single month. 

Redspider-mites overrun hollyhocks and phlox, but will attack 
most kinds of plants, including roses. Spruce mites prefer the spruce, 
but will spin their webs and feast on any needle-leaved evergreen. 
Young plants may die within a few months. Old plants often manage 
to struggle along for years, with the lower branches dying first. 


Other suggested uses 


Azobenzene dusts also kill Colorado potato beetles, Mexican bean 
beetles, tent caterpillars, broad mites on chrysanthemums, cyclamen 
mites on delphiniums, and southern redspider-mites on azaleas. 
Double strength (20 percent) kills corn borers. 

HETP is a potent aphid-killer. Other suggested experimental 
uses are to kill mealy bugs on house plants, European red mites 
on fruit trees, cyclamen mites on delphiniums, and citrus mites. If 
you like to experiment, try HETP on one or two of your plants 
affected by these pests. But don’t be a plunger—better not risk in- 
jury to all your plants.

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a won’t be such a problem now that we have DDT. 
Experience last summer showed it highly effective against elm-leaf 
beetles (which spread the dread Dutch Elm disease), rose chafers, 
Japanese beetles, leaf hoppers on roses, and lace bug on chrysan- 
themums and asters. Even gladiolius thrips are controlled. DDT’s 
lasting quality is so good that you don’t need to apply it at inter- 
vals closer than three weeks. And since DDT kills any insect that 
crawls across a treated area, there’s no need to keep the new 
shoots constantly covered. 

Roses should not be sprayed with DDT on a regular continuous 
spray program. DDT can build up a detrimental cumulative 
effect that will injure the foliage. One good spray schedule is to 
use DDT about three times in the spring, at two-week intervals, 
to control leaf hoppers and rose chafers, then to discontinue its 
use for the season. 

DDT is also effective against insects attacking vegetables. It 
kills most kinds of beetles—but is almost worthless against Mexi- 
can bean beetles, aphids, grasshoppers, and tomato worms. It’s 
highly effective against flea beetles, leaf hoppers, and Colorado 
potato beetles. 

Be sure to use a 3-percent DDT dust or a wettable powder on 
plants—never the oil emulsion used for household sprays. 


South 


PLANT quick-flowering annuals now for fall color. For certain 
success sow alyssum, balsam, cosmos, marigolds, nicotiana, tithonia, 
and zinnias. Last year I started nasturtiums late in June. They were 
the finest I’ve ever seen—practically no aphid damage, and the 
plants bloomed until November. 

We’ve reached the time when watering may become necessary. 
Don’t start until you must, but once started, water thoroly. Soak, 
don’t sprinkle. I like a rotary sprinkler. Soak the soil to a depth of at 
least 3 inches. 


Reminders: 


Shrubs: make cuttings and start in sand or vermiculite 
Bearded iris: best time for planting 
Dahlias: good time to plant them for fall blooms 
Lawn weeds: spray now with 2,4-D weed killer 
Vegetables: set out hot-weather crops.

Put in stakes tall enough so that when the plants finish their growth 
you can tie up the tips. Try to hide the braces inside the plants as 
much as possible.

Merely have the string as a check to keep the 
branches from swinging so far that they break.

) . Use the package of flower preservative that most florists send 
0: with your flowers. It will prolong the life of roses several days. 
For carnations, add 4 teaspoon of boric acid to 1 quart water. 


> Cut roses midday and in bud after color begins to show. They’ll last 
much longer than those cut in the expanded stage. 


> Revive wilted flowers by cutting off about an inch of stem and plac- 
ing in 2 or 3 inches of boiling water until it cools. They'll revive quickly. 


> Cut gladiolus when the second flower on the spike begins to open. 
Remove each flower as it wilts. 


> Cut iris as their first bud is ready to open. 


> Carry a small pail of water to the garden when you cut flowers so 
they may be placed in water as quickly as possible after cutting. 


>» Cut poppies when bud begins to open. A little gelatine or plastic 
glue dropped in center of poppy helps prevent petals from falling. 


> Force water up the stem of waterlilies with a tiny syringe after they 
have stood in 2 or 3 inches of hot water for half an hour. This treat- 
ment will greatly prolong their life. A few drops of barely warm paraf- 
fin in center of waterlily will keep it open day and night. 


> Split chrysanthemum and peony stems 3 to 4 inches from the end. 
It makes them last longer. - 


> Singe hairs from 3 or 4 inches of stems on poppies and zinnias before 
arranging. This increases water absorption. 


>» Wrap fresh-cut tulips in newspaper to hold stems erect, then plunge 
into deep cold water overnight. 


> Plant or buy flowers with lasting qualities. The longest-lived after 
cutting are chrysanthemums, zinnias, clarkias, gladiolus, heucheras, 
geums, Shasta daisies, and carnations. Iris, poppies, pansies, and 
lemon lilies are short-lived. 


D t: Place flowers in front of a radiator, on a mantel over a 
on e burning fireplace, or in a sunny window. It causes de- 
hydration and wilting. 


> Set flowers in a draft. This, too, wilts them quickly. 


> Use leaves that aren’t needed to make your arrangement attractive. 
This increases evaporation surface. Too, submerged foliage eventu- 
allyedecays and fouls water. 


> Drown your flowers. Most flowers absorb water only from the base 
of their stem, so an inch or two of water is sufficient for flower arrange- 
ments. Carnations and violets are exceptions. 


> Expect violets to absorb water thru their stems. The leaves and flow- 
ers themselves should be sprayed or kept close to water. 


>» Wait to cut peony buds until they are in full bloom. Cut when they 
show color. They will develop in your flower bowl and last much 
longer. Allow at least two leaves to remain on the plant stem from 
which you cut peonies. This allows for next year’s bloom. Do remove 
all old flowers before seed pods develop. 


> Cut your flowers at the last minute. They should be left in deep 
water in a cool place for several hours to harden off. 


> Plunge flowers with gummy or milky juices into cold water im- 
mediately after cutting. Sear stem ends over a flame for 30 seconds. 
Poppies, hollyhocks, poinsettias, dahlias, heliotrope, mignonette, 
hydrangeas, lespedeza, and waterlilies all need this treatment. Land 
plants react better to stem burning while water plants prefer boiling 
water. After treatment you may place them in cold water.

City’s Front Door 
[ Continued from preceding page } 


planting efforts are not confined to 
roses. Thousands of flowering 
shrubs have been set out. Large 
plantings of spirea form banks of 
white blossoms in early spring. 
Later in the summer, their grace- 
fully drooping branches and lacy 
leaves form billowy waves of green 
that seem to be rolling toward the 
roadway to engulf the travelers as 
they approach the city. To these 
plantings are added many native 
redbud and dogwood. Later in the 
season, deutzia, wiegelia, mock- 
orange, and other flowering shrubs 
add their colors. 


Wuen the summer heat grows 
more intense and the early flower- 
ing shrubs have ceased to bloom, 
altheas decorate the roadside with 
blossom. The chill of the first fall 
evenings transforms the leaves of 
sumac into flaming mounts of 
scarlet, adding more color to the 
beauty of the roadside. During ‘the 
winter months evergreens—pine, 
arborvitae, cedars, spruces, juni- 
pers, and holly—form islands of 
green and provide winter interest. 

Roses and flowering shrubs fail 
to grow on the clay banks of steep 
inclines. But honeysuckle thrives 
on these banks, quickly covering 
the bare clay. The sweet scent of 
massed flowering honeysuckle now 
adds pleasure to the traveler’s ap- 
proach to the city. 


Tuose who live along this road- 
way have caught the spirit of the 
venture. Driveways leading to the 
homes have been planted with 
roses, making short channels of 
vivid color leading away from the 
highway. 

Three small parks equipped with 
outdoor fireplaces, picnic tables, 
and rustic benches provide small 
nooks along the roadway where 


‘motorists can hold picnics or serve 


outdoor meals, or merely pause to 
rest among the flowering shrubs. 
During rose time, thousands of 
visitors drive thru the avenue of 
color. Large numbers of amateur 
photographers make pictures. The 
display has become so famous that 
numerous letters concerning it 
come from all over the United 
States. Planting Cape Girardeau’s 
front door has paid dividends.

June & This was a Saturday of 
steady work in hot sun. Labored 
more at path edging.

Spaded one bed 
where annuals are yet to be set 
out. David mowed grass. Maggie 
was out with scissors, clipping 
grass about trees on lawn. 


June 9 This was Sunday visiting 
day in gardens of members of our 
men’s rose club. And so this after- 
noon, the visitors came. Alas, our 
roses are not out yet. Those earlier 
frosts had killed off the first crop, 
so only a few flowers could be seen 
today. 

But there were the peonies. A 
few iris still had blooms. The 
Philadelphus or mockorange made 
a brave show. There were other 
shrubs in bloom, too. The things 
people asked most about were 
Philadelphus virginale, Kolkwitzia 
beauty bush, and the Mikado 
peony.

June 10 Late last night Donald 
came back from his trip.

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Fune 12 “Today,” says I to the 
boys, “‘you are to work for me.” 
So I routed them out and ere long 
this vacation morning, what a 
happy, busy sight could be seen 
on our plantation. At least, I was 
happy about it. 

David was cultivating with the 
tractor. Donald used the wheel hoe 
to do a close-up job of cultivating

How to recognize the diseases: 


Phloem necrosis. Disease is indi- 
cated by bare or nearly bare 
branches at the top of the tree. 
Leaves on these branches droop, 
then curl up at the edges. Soon 
they are stiff and brittle, later turn- 
ing yellow just before they fall. 

The entire top of the tree be- 
comes thinly clad and a drab gray- 
green. Death follows quickly, 
sometimes within three weeks after 
the first leaves curl. Sick trees 
rarely live longer than 18 months. 
None has been known to recover. Even 
the roots are killed. Tree experts 
look for the typical root injury— 
streaks of yellow or peppered 
butterscotch under the bark—as 
positive proof of the disease. 

Dutch elm disease. Visible injury 
often is confined for months to 
scattered topmost twigs, wilted and 
curled into shepherds’ crooks. 
Trees die slowly, occasionally 
shake off the disease and live. 
Wilted, curled twigs shout, ““Dan- 
ger,” but final diagnosis can be 
made only by laboratory study of 
suspected twigs. Consult your 
state agricultural college.

Garden Clinie 


How to Get Rid of Crabérass 


By R. Milton Carleton 


Ar LAST there is an easy, sure- 
fire control for crabgrass, public 
enemy No. 1 for home lawns. If 
you already follow a good lawn 
routine, about the only extra labor 
needed is to apply two sprays of a 
2,4-D weed killer. 


7-point program 

1 Start early 

2 Cut the grass short 

3 Spray with a 2,4-D weed killer 

4 Feed the lawn 

5 Reset lawn mower to cut 1% 
inches or longer 

6 Spray again with 2,4-D four 
weeks later 

7 Feed lawn again in the fall and 
reseed where needed. 


Start early. The matter of timing 
can make the difference between 
killing and not killing the crab- 
grass. Begin your campaign as soon 
as the temperature gets into the 
80’s for a few days, usually about 
late May in the Chicago or New 
York region. 

Except to a botanist, all grass 
seedlings look alike. Don’t wait 
until the crabgrass is big enough so 
you can recognize it. Instead, treat 


any patch where crabgrass has 
been seen in the past. 


Cut the grass short. The 2,4-D 
must get down to the crabgrass 
seedlings. 


Use 2,4-D correctly. The liquid 
emulsion types of 2,4-D are most 
effective because they have the 
greatest wetting and penetrating 
power. Apply at the standard dos- 
age recommended on the label. 

If you use instead a powder type 
that dissolves in water, apply three 
times as much solution as recom- 
mended by the manufacturer. 
Thus, if you usually would spray 
one gallon on 10,000 square feet, 
plan to use three gallons. 


Feed lawn 10 days later. Apply 
20 pounds of any good plant food 
to each 1,000 square feet. This will 
make the 2,4-D more effective. 
The permanent turf will be brown 
for a few days, but the sod will be 
renewed quickly from the roots. 


Reset your lawn mower. Except 
as step No. 2 in this program, turf

closer than 11% inches. Mowers 
usually are adjusted by raising or 
lowering the wooden roller just 
behind the cutting knife. 


Spray again with 2,4-D four 
weeks later. This second applica- 
tion of 2,4-D, at the standard 
strength recommended by the 
manufacturer, should be made 
about June 15 to 20 in the Chicago 
or New York area. 


Reseed bare spots. If patches of 
crabgrass are big, chances are that 
bare spots will be left after it has 
been killed. off. A thin seeding of 
Italian ryegrass on these will keep 
the lawn tidy until fall. When cool 
weather arrives, apply plant food 
and sow the more permanent 
asses. 

This fall feeding and reseeding is 
important in controlling crab- 
grass, since it produces a thick turf 
in which crabgrass has a hard time 
finding a foothold. 


Emergency 2,4-D spraying. If 
June 1 slips by before you get the 
2,4-D applied, you can spray any 
time with an emulsion type of 
2,4-D at three times the normal 
strength. Thus, if the manufactur- 
er recommends one pint in a gallon 
of water, use three pints instead. 
This spray will turn the turf brown, 
but the roots of the lawn grasses 
won’t be injured. They’ll quickly 
sprout a new top after the lawn is 
fed and watered. Crabgrass, tho, 
is unable to recover. Even ripening 
seed will be killed. 

But crabgrass seed already in the 
soil won’t be affected. Fresh seeds 
blown in by winds or carried by 
birds also can start new infesta- 
tions. If you live in the crabgrass 
country, you'll find it pays to 
make two sprays with 2,4-D each 
year as a precaution. These same 
sprays will kill dandelions, chick- 
weeds, plantains, and other nox- 
ious weeds without extra cost.

My flowers... 


\s early as I can remember, it was 
my chief delight to ride my tricycle 
into my aunt’s flower beds, sinking 
the wheels in the soft dirt, uncon- 
sciously destroying many beautiful 
and expensive plants.
